‘hae Since Jan. 1, 1904, 254 persons have lost 


_ their lives in railroad wrecks in the United 
States and over 1,700 have been more or less 
severely injured. How many more later 
died of their injuries there is no means of 
telling. These casuaities have occurred in 
thirty accidente—notable enough to secure 
mention in Chicago papers. There were 
scores of other accidents in which a few per- 
sons were injured of which no record was 
made. Investigation has shown that in a 
majority of cases the wrecks are plainly at- 


tributable to the carelessness of trainmen, 


either in disobeying orders, disregarding dan- 
ger signals, or misconstruing train orders. 
This fatal laxity of discipline of their em- 
ployés on the part of railroad companies has 
g0 aroused public opinion that there is a 
fast growing popular demand for legisla- 
tion Which shall compel the railroads to 
equip their lines with satisfactory safety 
appliances and to readjust their operating 
system on more strictly disciplinarian lines. 


Test Shows Men’s Carelessness. 

The utter and criminal disregard with 
which engineers and trainmen sometimes 
treat danger signals of the block system, 
which are supposed to guide them abso- 
lutely, was shown by a test made by 
the Northwestern road on Jan. 7, when 
the signal light at the Mayfair station 
Was purposely extinguished. Bight engi- 
neers ran by it, although it was a strict 
rule of the company that an extinguished 
light should be considered a danger signal 
and the train should be brought to a full 
stop until the cause was ascertained and the 


order given to go ahead. 


Government Officials Active. 
Government officiais are redoubling their 
efforts to find owt.the’ causes for so many 
wrecks. Undoubtedly there will be recom- 
mendation for legislation carrying stringent 
Teguiations during the next session of 
congress. Figures based upon government 
reports show that in 1895 the number of pas- 
sengers carried to every casualty was 100, 
while in 1008 it was only S1, showing that the 
casualties have increased at an appalling 

Meanwhile the popular demand that.the 
Vives of those who travel be properly safe- 

guarded is spreading through the country. 
Coroners’ juries and prosecuting officials are 

growing more strict and the guilty employés 

who caused the wreck are being held and in- 
dicted, 
Many Years of Protest. 

Though this agitation for greater safety 
in railway travel is reaching a climax, it has 
been going on for years. 

Robert Pitcairn, one of the principal rail- 
road men of the east, made the declaration 
fifteen years ago that the greatest need in 
railroad operating was an automatic signal 
which neither will go to sleep nor get drunk. 

Col, H. A. Yorke, chief inspector of rail- 
ways for the British board of trade, said in 
his report, after making an examination of 


American railroads in 1902, “ signaling in. 


America is in an inchoate condition.” 


Accidents Result of Carelessness. 

A. C. Miller of Chicago, who has spent more 
than thirty extremely active years in the 
operating department of American railroads, 
yesterday drew the following conclusion 
from his years of experience as an investiga- 
tor of railroad wrecks: 

' The hardest thing with which the rail- 
road men have to contend in the operation 
of their systems is the proneness of engi- 
Heere to disregard signals. The experience 
of managers, division superintendents, and 
train dispatchers proves that thousands of 
accidents which have resulted in loss of life 
and property are the direct result of an engi- 
Reer’s carelessness in regard to noticing or 
heeding the warning signals. The best man 
Who @ver ran an engine will have’ his mo- 
ments of mental aberration, when he will 
fall to see the danger ahead until it is too 

Mate, To provide against that can only be 
Gone by automatically stopping the train.” 

This declaration. by Mr. Miller was evoked 
by an. editorial which recently appeared in 
Tae TRIBUNF under the caption 
“The Regulation of Railroads.’

PARKER IN FIRST 
CAMPAIGN SPEECH 


Democratic Candidate for the | 


Presidency Attacks Repub- 
lican Policy in the 


TOUCHES NO OTHER ISSUE 


Declares 
Cost Taxpayers $650,000,- . 
000 and Wasted More 

* Than 200,000 Lives. - 


Esopus, N. Y., Oct. 15.—[Special.}—Aiton. | 


B. Parkér, democracy’s candidate for the 
presidency, made his first formal campaign 
speech here this afternoon to a delegation 
representing the Parker Independent club 
and the Avon Beach Regular Democratic 
club of Long island. 

Mr. Parker limited his speech to a discus- 
sion of the Philippine question. He main- 
tained that the republican policy of “ sub- 
jugation of defenseless foreign peoples ” al- 
ready had cost the United States over $650,- 
000,000 and more than 200,000 lives, 

He declared that the republican policy re- 
fuses to promise independence for the Fill- 
pinos now, or at any time, or upon any con- 
dition, and that it does not even leave open 
the door of hope. He said that the demo- 
crats propose to prepare the Filipinos as rap- 
idly as possible for self-government and 
promise them their freedom as soon as.they 
are prepared for it. | | 

Says Philippines Are Ruined. 
Mr. Parker asserted that conditions in the 


Philippines are bad. He quoted an untamed 


“student of conditions’ as declaring that 
many Officials in the islands are “ inefficient, 
at the worst dishonest, corrupt, and despot- 
ic,” the “ very dregs of our people.”’ 

He quoted the same unknown authority as 
declaring further that “ the situation in the 
Philppines today is so terrible that it passes 
the comprehension of people at home. Agri- 
culturally the country is ruined, land is go- 
ing out of cultivation, the population is ill 
fed, the country is overburdened with taxa- 
tiotl, the towns in ruins.” 

Mr. Parker declared that the country 
should hasten to the relief of such a situa- 


tion. 
Text of Parker’s Speech. 
The waiting delegations were introduced 
to the democratic candidate by Charleg R. 
Codman of Boston and Henry W. Hardon of 
New York, both qf whom made extended 
speeches, and both confining themselves to 
the Philippine question. Mr, Parker, reply-

No government has the right to make one set of 
laws for those ‘‘ at home ’’ and another, a different 
set of laws, absolute in their character, for those

tion, the territory of that people ought not to be 
part of the American domain. We insist that we 
ought to do for the Filipinos what we have done al- 
ready for the Cubans, and that it is our duty to 
make that promise now, and upon suitable guar- 
antees of protection to citizens of our own and 
other countries resident there at the time of our 
withdrawal to set the Filipino people upon their 
feet, free and independent, to work out their own 
destiny. 

“The declaration of independence, born in 
the brain of the father of democracy, says the 
same thing in effeot, for it declares that gov- 
ernments derive ‘ their just powers from the 
consent of the governed.’ 


Must Promise Independence. — 
*TI have before said that we may not dis- 
regard the responsibility imposed by posses- 
sion of the Philippines, and that responsibil- 
ity will be best subserved by preparing the 
isianders as rapidly as possible for self-gov- 
ernment and giving to them the assurance 


that it will come as soon as they are reason-., 


ably prepared for it. This means indepen- 
dence for the Filipinos in the fullest sense of 
the word. 
themselves, as the Cubans do, unassisted, 
unless asking help; undiretted, unless asking 
advice; untrammeled by our politics; unin- 
cumbered by our polit®ians, and uncon- 
trolled by us. 

‘Secretary Taft has said: 

A promise to give ultimate independence will 
be construed by the more violent element, disposed 
to agitation, to be a promise to grant independence 
in the near future and during the present genera- 
tion.

MOTHERS DO NOT LIKE IDEA. 


Plan Ts to Put Child to Sleep and 


Then Talk to It. 


New York, Oct. 15.—[Special.]—Shall the 
birch, moral suasion, and every other species 
of old fashioned punishment with which 
the fathers and mothers of the present gen- 
eration trained their children in the way 
they should go yield to the hypnotic pill, or 
shall the drug replace the personal influence 


of mothers? 


This is the problem which women in New 
York are battling with just now, particularly 
members of the New York City Mothers’ 
club. Not that they are considering for a 
moment adopting such measures to reduce 
their youngsters to subjection. On the con- 
trary, they are combating the idea with 
every fiber of their being. | 

It is Dr. John D. Quachenbos, professor 
emeritus of Columbia college, who threw this 
brand into their midst and roused their 


Mothers Stunned by Theory. 

In a paper on “ Moral Diseases of Chil- 
dren,” read before a recent congress of | 
mothers, the Sandy Hill speaker propounded 
his new theory, which paralyzed the mothers. 

“ After this,’’ he said, ‘if your boy runs 
away from school and then fabricates about 
it, give him a pill and tell him he mustn't do 


it any more,” | 

Dr. Quackenbos when asked today some- 
thing about his theory which stirred up the 
women so, said that in one respect he had 
been misquoted. He says he did not advocate 
the hypnotic pill except when all other meas- 
ures failed; it then was to be given only under 
the direction of a responsible physician. But 
that autosuggestion as a means of correet- 
ing evil tendencies in children has effected 
a cure was not a theory but an actuality. 
And when sleep could not be induced without 
drugs it was permissible to administer them. 

Opiates in the hands of irresponsib)~ 
sons are bound to work harm,” said he. “ But 
autosuggestion applied by those who areim- 
bued with the purest motives, and a sub- 
lime confidence in themselves, can cure the 


most revolting habits. 


Auto-Suggestion a Sure Cure. 

“Tt has been done. I am doing it myself 
every day. I treat alcoholism the same way. 
I have such a patient upstairs now—a woman 
—being put to sleep. What I did say in my 
paper to the congress was that for ungov- 
ernable children with whom persuasive 
measures and corporal punishment have 
failed, who are gracelessly wicked or help- 
lessly bad, auto-suggestion was the only 
cure,”’ 

Several instances were mentioned where 
bad boys were made good by hypnotic sug- 
gestion. One was the case of a nervous, sen- 
sitive boy who let other boys lick him in 
school without hitting back. The hypnotic 
pill mad@ him a good fighter. 


Lecture Child While Asleep. 

“ Supposing,” went on the speaker, “ that 
one of your naughty children is sufficiently 
bad to call for interference. Let the mother 
firid a favorable opportunity when it is asleer 
for the night—remembering there is no dif- 
ference as regards suggestibility between 
natural sleep and the so-called hypnotic 
trance; let her take her place by the bedside 
and begin in a firm, low voice to repeat the 
desired suggestions. 

“If you have a boy because of whose de- 
structive impulse, flagrant disobedience, and 
defiance of authority life is not worth living, 
do not hesitate to give the boy a hypnotic pill 
at bedtime. 

‘* Sound sleep is necessary in order to edu- 
cate by auto-suggestion, if it cannot be ob- 
tained naturally it must in an artificial way. 
The subconscious self must receive the new 
thought by suggestion, so on awakening the

Whole Regiments Lost. 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
Petit Journal telegraphs: 

“All is lost. The Russian left wing haa 
been driven in. The disaster is general. 
lt {is reported that the Alexander IIL regi- 
ment has been annthilated, and that of two 
other regiments only a few men remain.” ~ 


Loss of 112 Guna. 

Another St. Petersburg dispatch says: 

= The ezar’s ald de camp told him today 
that two regiments of the Russian right wing 
lost on the morning of Wednesday thirty-six 
guns. They were compelled to retreat pre- 
cipitately in the evening, abandoning their 
artillery, amounting to seventy-six guns.” 


Kuroki Shatters His Foe. 

From the brief official telegrams received 
at Tokio and transmitted to the Japanese 
legation in London, Kuroki has completely 
routed the Russian left wing and is driving it ' 
before him. 

On the west Oku yesterday (Friday) drove 
the Russian right wing out of Shaopo, twelve 
miles south of Mukden. The Russians re- 
treated to the northeast, away from the 
line to Mukden. 

This indicates that Oku has completely 
turned the Russian right wing and that he 
is doubling it back on to the Russian center, — 
which also is retreating. The Russian left is 
being driven northward by Kuroki, 


Hopeless Jangle of Retreat. 

The logical result of this movement is to 
throw the entire Russian force into a con- 
tused jumble of retreating divisions, thoseon. 
the right blocking those of the center, and 
beth rigfit and center entangling the left. 

This hopeless jangle of retreating armies 
explains the loss of guns, stores, arms, am- 
munition, and provisions. Apparently 
Kouropatkin is abandoning everything in 
order to extricate his force from a seemingly _ 
hopetess position.

Detailed Reports of Fighting. 

Lengthy reports from the field, received to- 
day and published this evening, are as fol- 
lows: 

“ Right army—The force of the enemy, 
which opposed the right flank of the right 
army holding the vicinities of Tumentsu 
(Tumin) and Ta passes engaged our detach- 
ment, which was sent to Bensihu, but was 
unable to keep his ground on Oct. 14, and 
showed signs of retreat. The commander of 
the army then ordered the Bensihu detach- 
ment to hotly pursue the enemy toward the 
east and north. This detachment immedi- 
ately formed itself into two detachments and 
pursued.the enemy toward Pintaitzu and the 
HMsiata river, driving the enemy before them. 

“ The enemy, who had retreated, stopped at 
Pientuhungpo and is fortifying that place. 

Pursuing the Enemy. 
“ The right column of the army, which had 


beén engaging the enemy near Chiacksien- 
tin (Chachsin) pass, observing that the enemy 


showed signs of retreat, immediately gave 


chase toward Taichaiku, while the center 
and left columns, codéperating, attacked the 
forces of the enemy which were occupying 
positions near Siku mountain, and defeated 
them. These columns imediately advanced 
to a line on the Sha river. 

" The enemy opposing the left column was 
about one division strong, and fled in con- 
fision toward Fenpips. His artillery is still 
rolding a position near Ta pass, and is bom- 
barding us. 

“A body of our supports which had been 
driving a smal! force of the enemy before 
it since the morning of the 14th took pos- 
session of Waita’mountain. Observing that 
the enemy, from the movement of his wagon 
column, was commencing a retreat, this body 
of our supports immediately pursued him, 
sending a portion of its detachment to Sung- 
shutsizu. 

Center Army in Pursuit. 

“Center army—After attacking and dis- 
lodging the forces of the enemy, which were 
holding Changlintzu, Putsaowa, Tungehafen, 
and the vicinity of these places, the center 
army has been driving them north of the 
Sha river since the morning of Oct. 14, and 
has reached. and now holds a line on the 


river. 
With Oku’s on the West. 

“The left army—The main strength of the 
right column of this army was directed 
against Huangchiatien. It drove the enemy 
northward and at 1 o'clock on the afternoon 
of Oct. 14 it mastered the heights in that 
vicinity. 

“The center column, after defeating the 
enemy posted on the eminences south of 
Bhohopu, seized the positions which he had 
been holding. 

“ A portion of the center column which was 
directed against Linchenpao, cotperating 
with a portion of the left column, fought a 


fierce baitie, and at 4 o'clock in the afternoon 


stormed and captured Linchenpao. Our 
forces are now chasing the enemy. 

“The Russian force holding Linchenpao 
consisted of over a regiment of infantry with 
two batteries of artillery, and this force is 
now retreating toward Sugantai, where the 


Russians are halting. A portion of the center 


column is peroning the enemy toward Yu- 
dboyun. 

“The forces of the enemy opposing the 
left wing of the left army at Changliangpo 
end neighborhood, where the left column was 


engaging them, gradually obtained reinforce- 


ments and at 3 o'clock in the afternoon made 
@ counter attack, but they were successfully 
Tepuised by our left column. The strength

The Russian corpses left on the field between 


2.000 in number. The bodies left after the 
fighting of Oct. 14 are numerous. 

“Our casualties Oct. 11 and 12 yere 15 offi- 
cers killed, 46 wounded, and 1,250 men killed 
and wounded. The enemy defeated by the 
Sienchuang garrison Oct. 10 appears to have 
halted at Pintienshan. According to pris- 
oners captured, the Russian force formerly 
stationed at Lutaohotzu lost sixty killed and 
wounded. The Japanese loss was three offi- 
cers and a few men wounded.” 


BATTLE RESUMED SATURDAY.

Slaughter Far Surpasses That 
of Liaoyang and End Is

Czar’s Armies Everywhere Have 
to Cut Way Out of Impossi- 
ble Positions.

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 15.—The censor 
confines correspondents at the front to the 
statement that the Russian forces are re- 
tiring slowly. Official telegrams are so 
worded and printed that one can obtain only 
the vaguest idea of whatis goingon. Gen. 
Kouropatkin, however, yesterday sent a pri- 
vate dispatch, according to which in the 
first three days the Russians lost 10,000 men. 

The Japanese mobility is such that the Rus- 
sians constantly have had to cut their way 
out of impossible positions with the greatest 


loss. 
Russians at Disadvantage. 

The Japanese have a perfect knowledge of 
every inch of the country in which the fight- 
ing is proceeding. This has been the prin- 
cipal factor of the success of the last few 
days, and has put the Russians constantly 
in a position of great disadvantage. 

The right wing of the Japanese army, 
where the heat of battle raged, lost 4,000 
men. In Harbin and Mukden every hos- 
pital is crowded to overflowing, and doctors 
and assistants are at their wits’ end to know 


what to do with the never ceasing stream 


of wounded who are literally crawling in 
from all over the country, doing the best 


| they can to reach aid. 


Slaughter Is Appalling. 

The slaughter already far surpasses the ter- 
rors of Liaoyang, while the battle continues 
pitilessly along a vast front extending for 
more than thirty miles. The results neces- 
sarily will appalling. 

Silence is the order of the day among the 
military authorities. Few believe that Gen. 
Kouropatkin can save the situation. Every- 
where a feeling of profound sympathy is ex- 
pressed for him, owing to the political reasons 
which forced him to make an advance against 


his wishes. 


Rain has fallen heavily and the Manchurian 
roads are quagmires, and the streams are 
flowing mud. 


FRIGHTFUL RUSSIAN LOSSES. 
ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 16, 2 a. m.—The 
extent of the Russian disaster in the valley 
around Yentai is partially indicated by the 
correspondent of the Russkoe Slovo, who tel- 
egraphs that Gen. Bilderling’s corps, holding 
the center of the right, lost almost an entire

This time they crept 
up to the Russian positions shouting: ‘“ Or- 
ders have been given to retreat.’’ But were

War Office Is Dumb. 
The silence of the Russian authorities at 
this critical hour is heartbreaking for the 
public. Not a single official word has been 
given out to relieve the suspense and anxiety 
tor over twenty-four hours, and the public 
is convinced that it can only mean that Gen. 
Kouropatkin's world proclaimed advance 
nas ended in complete disaster with such

The position at Poliasautzi still farther 
toward. the Taitze river, held by the Tomsk 
regiment, was furiously assaulted and the 
regiment lost heavily. The Tamboff regi- 
ment extricated itself from a seemingly hope- 
less position and succeeded in effecting its re- 
tirement. The Rt&issians stuck to most of 
their positions heroically Tuesday except at 
the Schill river. aig 

On the morning of Wednesday the Japanese 
renewed their attack, preparing the way for 
their infantry with an artillery bombard- 
ment.

The 
artillery fire slackened in the evening, but 
the rifle fire continued with little intermis- 
sion throughout the night.

SUPT. COOLEY INSISTS FAMILY MI- 
GRATIONS ARE HINDRANCE. 


ing Residences, Which Breaks Out 
' Every Spring and Fall, Hampers the 
Progress of Chicago Pupils” — De- 
fends New Course of Stady—Princi- 
pals’ Committee to Answer Critics of 


the Curriculum, . 

That the moving habit hampers the prog- 
ress of public education in Chicago was de- 
clared yesterday by Supt. Cooley at a joint 
meeting of the George Howland and Ella F. 
Young clubs. 

Supt. Cooley characterized the restlessness 
whieh prompts Chicagoans to move from one 
place to another once a year and sometimes 
twice a year asa “ great affiiction.”” He de- 
clared the “ moving epidemic, which breaks 
out every May and October,” retards the de- 
velopment of thousands of public school 
pupils. He held that each time the children 
move their progress in school is hampered by 
the fact that they must take up work in new 
schools under new teachers and conditions. 


Defends New Courses of Study. 

The school official in the morning also 
addressed the Principals’ association in Ful- 
lerton hall, discussing the new courses of 
Study. Supt. Cooley told the principals, 
“there seems to be a certain class of so- 
called thinkers who do not think a course 
of study is needed.”’ 

“But I believe,” he asserted, “that a 
course of study is a means necessary to se- 
cure the development of children along the 
right lines. Of course, we must recognize 
the limitations’ of material, and make modi- 
fications to meet them, but, before modifica- 
tions are made, the office of the board Should 


obtained.” 
Will Answer Schools’ Critics. 


Principal McKay, chairman of the execu- 
tive committee of the Principals’ association, 
urged the appointment of a committee of 
thirty members to investigate the practical 
working of the new curriculum. 

7 ae believed that this course is In ad- 
vance of anything that has yet been at- 
tempted in this country,’’ he declared. ‘* Just 
now our critics are massing the attack on 
writing. A system which has been in use 
for more than a decade is said to be unsatis- 
factory ard a hindrance to pupils leaving to 
enter business. If this is true, a great wrong 
has been done to the present generation of 
school children. 

“ Other critics assert our pupils do not gain 


| the ability to use the English language, either 


orally or in written composition, as they 
should. They say the ‘three R's’ are being 
neglected. Your committee believes that 
these critics ought to be answered by indis- 
putable facts.’’ 

After debaté the association voted to em- 
power Supt. Cooley to appoint the committee 
of thirty principally to defend the new 
course. 


FUNERAL FUND FOR TEACHERS. 


“To insure every public school teacher a 
burial befitting her position, the Chicago 
Teachers’ federation yesterday established a 
mortuary and benefit department. An en- 
dowment fund will be raised and every 
teacher who dies while a member of the 
federation will be suitably buried if she is 
without relatives. If she has relatives the 
federation will turn over a substantial sum 
to the family to assist in the payment of 
expenses. 

The benefit feature of the new department 
has not been thoroughly worked out yet, 
but officers of the federation declared that 
the beneficiaries will be teachers who have 
had to give up‘school teaching temporarily 
because of illness. All members of the fed- 
eration will be eligible to membership in the 
newly created department and will be as- 
sessed 25 cents each on the death of any 
member. 

The federation took this action as the re- 
sult of the school board rule which allows a 
teacher pay for only two weeks in time of 
iliness.. No leaves of absence with pay are 
granted on account of sickness. The mor- 
tuary feature of the department will be es- 
tablished at once.

Disasters in Slight Negligence. 

A few more instances may be of interest 
as showing how serious may be the conse- 
quences of the slightest negligence under 
the American method of operating railroads. 
A freight train was stalled near Waperville 
on a snowy night. Danger signals were set 
along the track behind, but the night was so 
bad that one could not see his hand before 


A wild engine came up behind the stalled 
speed, passing the dan- 
ger signals, and the engineer saw the 
red lights in the rear of the train only in 
time to jump. He declared the weather was 
so bad he had not seen the danger signals, 
‘but whether it was that or whether he had 
been asleep perhaps never will be known. 


Red Light Sdves Lives. 

On another wild night a superintendent 
was riding on the engine of a fast passenger 
train to get to the scene of a wreck. He was 
urging his engineer to make the best time 
possible because he personally had given the 
orders for a clear track ahead. Coming to 
the last station before the place where the 
‘ wreck had occurred the signals were set at. 
safety, and the engine kept on at the rate of 
fifty miles an hour. Suddenly out of the dis-— 
tance a red light was.seen waving. The 
train came to a stop, and the flagman who 


engineer who takes out the fast passenger 
trains and “ limiteds,” that means disgrace. 
Therefore he takes chancés and risks which 
are incompatible with the safe operation 
of a train. 

A Belgian and an American railroad man 
were discussing the operation of railroads, 
and the Belgian was explaining that in his 
country the roads were being equipped with 
an engine cab signal consisting of a whistle 
which sounded just before the engine ap- 
proached a danger signal, and kept on blow- 
ing until shut off by the engineer. 

** But,”’ said the American, ‘* that doesn’t 
have a tendency to make the engine man go 
to sleep?’’ 

** No,” replied the Belgian, “ I do not think 
so, but if he does go to sleep, I want to 
wake him up.” 

Accidents with Fixed Signals. 

“A great deal has been said about the im- 
munity from accidents on the English and 
continental railroads, and the fact that the 
block system is universally used there is 
given as the cause,”’ said A. C. Miller. “As 
a matter of fact this system tends to prevent 
accidénts, but we must go farther to find 
safety in this country. Many hundreds of 
miles are protected by fixed signals here. 
but I know of four accidents which happened 
within the limits of fixed signals on one rail- 
road in this country. Yet it is supposed the 
signals were working perfectly. 

“It will be absolutely necessary to revise 
cur rules for the movement of trains before 
we can expect to get any benefit whatever 
from any possible’ combinations of signals, 
except the automatic stopping device, and 
the sooner the people are made aware of the 
fact the sooner will this reform take place. 
The railroads did not adopt the air brake 
ror the automatic coupler until compelled

Single Fire Escape Found. 

“This fire escape is on the south side of the 
structure. ‘The other three sides of the build- 
ing are without escapes, and with the hall- 
ways choked with smoke all the pupils would 
be compelled to descend by the single out- 
side stairway. 

The exit to the fire escape is not through tle 
central hallway, and in order to reach it the 
children on each floor would be obliged to 
crowd into one of the small rooms and step 
through a window on to the landing. The 
windows are three and a half feet:wide, and, 
io reach the sill it is necessary to mount four 
wooden steps. In some of the rooms not even 
these steps are provided. 

The building has four stories and a base- 
ment. From the top floor, where nearly 400 
children are. quartered, a single eight foot 
stairway leads down to the floors below. 
From the other floors two stairways, one at 
either end of the hall, are provided. There 
are three general exits from the bullding on 
the main floor. 

Danger-of Frequent Fires. 

Situated close to a group of factories, the 
school is exposed to the danger of frequent 
fires. Only a year ago flames from a chair 
factory across the alley in the rear reached 
the roof of the school. This happened at the 
noon recess, when the school was empty.

Although Northwestern failed yesterday to 
make as strong a showing as was expected 
by the supporters of the purple, the Methodist 
team had no difficulty in defeating the Beloit 
team by the score of 34 to 0.

The little 
quarter was thrown heavily by Myers early 
in the second half, and, although he went in 
again pluckily, he was soon taken out be- 
cause of the injuries to his side. It was 
feared last night by Dr. M, C. Bragdon, who 
attended him, that internal bruises may pre- 
vent his playing for a week. 

Northwestern took Beloit off its feet at the 
start and scored in less than two minutes of 
play. Johnson returned the kickoff by Myers 
from Northwestern's ten yard line to the 
thirty yard mark. Th bucks by Reuber, 
Blair, and Simpson carried the ball ten yards, 
and then Simpson broke loose for a sixty-five 
yard run, Blair making the last five yards 
for the first score of the day. Johnson kicked 
the goal. 


Purple Backs Bucked the Line. 

Rueber kicked off to Beloit, who failed to 
make their downs, Myers punting outside. 
Rueber made gains of fifteen and twenty-five 
yards. Beloit got the ball on a fumble, but 
was forced to punt to Johnson, who was 
nailed in his tracks by Ransom, the former 
Hyde Park star. The purple backs were 
called upon to buck the line for sixty yards 
and did it. Blair went over and Johnson 
missed he goal 

Rueber kicked off over the goal line and 
Myers punted out to Kafer.

Long Run for Beloit. 


Another long run for Beloit, which threat- | 


ened to be a touchdown, came when Myers 
grabbed the ball on a fumble and ran forty- 
five yards before he was stopped by Johnson. 
But it wastheonly time that Northwestern's 
goal was in danger, as the purple backs soon 
rushed the ball down the field for another 
score by Simpson. Johnson failed at goal. 
The ball was again on the five yard line when 
time for the half was called, with the score 
16 to 0. 

Substitutes were not used until late in the 
second half, when Turner, Moon, Van Ryper, 
Gilbreth, Davis, McPherrin, and Byers were 
put in. The strain of the game, which was 
the first long one played by the purpte, 
seemed to tell upon thelr strength, as their 
work grew poorer. Kafer, called back from 
tackle, made the two touchdowns which 
were registered and Rueber kicked both 
goals.

With this game vanished any 
hopes The Hawkeye team may have enter- 
tained for a look-in at the western champion- 
ship, for the second half of the contest 
showed beyond all question that not only 
were the Iowans outclassed by the Chicago 
eleven, but that they would be outclassed By - 
any team of first class caliber in the west. 

The victory of Coach Stagge’s team was de- 
The score might have been double 
what it was on the “ form” of the team. as 
they played yesterday. Had the Chicago 
backs who played in.the first half displayed 
anything like the dash and teamwork of the 
backfield in the second period, lowa would 
not have held its opponents to four points for 
the first thirty minutes of play. 

The game emphagized two points—the 
strength and aggressiveness of the Chicago 
backs, and the comparative mediocrity of the 
Chicago line. The work of Catlin, De Tray, 
and Bezdek, back of the line, surprised even 
the most ardent supporters of the maroons. 
Wherever the attack was directed in the see- 
ond half, the Iowa line gave way. Only once 
were these runners of the Chicago team held 
for downs, and that was when the Hawkeye 
eleven was forced to a desperate stand on its 
own three yard line. And at that, after a 
punt, it was only a matter of a few minutes 


down the field again. this time going over the 
line for a touchdowns. 


Line Not Up to Beck Field. 

The line, on the other hand, while its work 
showed decided improvement over anything 
it has done this year, did not play up te 
the standard set by the back field. The weak 
and slow lowa offense proved none too easy” 
for it to stop, and the linemen of the visit- 
ing team played it nearly even throughout 
the contest. Its charging, however, was 
quicker and faster than it was a week ago 
in the game against Purdue, and Chicago 
rooters have gained much confidence. 

Iowa was weaker both in its defensive an@ 
offensive work than was expected. The re- 
ports that the transmississippi eleven was 
the strongest the Iowa university had turned 
out in years had made the Midway rooters 
dubious. matter of fact, despite the 
small score st half, at no time did 
the lowa eleven develop a strong attack, and 
although it fought hard at’critical moments, 
the defense as a rule was ragged and unable 
to cope with the Chicago attack.

Chicago still shows the need of improve- 
ment in hafdling the ball.

Strong Team from Madison Literally

Milwaukee, Wis:,’Oct: 15.—[{Special.]—Wis-

Game Is Devoid of Features. 

Devoid of spectacular features, with the 
possible exception of Vanderboom’s runs 
through the left wing, the game early devel- 
oped into a tryout of Wisconsin's possibility. 
To one seeing Coach Curtis’ charges in ac- 
tion for the first time. the team is one of 
great promise if the internal dissensions 
are brushed aside, yet it will need more 
finish to cope with Michigan two weeks 
hence.

‘SMATHERS’ DISPERSAL SALE PUTS | 


GOOD HORSES ON MARKET. 


‘Major Delmar May Sell Lower than Ex- 
pected, Being Necessarily a Matinee 
Horse, but Sadie Mc Looks Likeliest 
and Should Bring High Price—Lord 
Derby Not te Be Sold—Memphis 

Meeting, with Good Judges and Loa 
Diller Racing, Bids Fair to Excel. 


[BY HENRY TEN EYCK WHITE.] 

There will be the usual number of “ dis- 
persal”™ sales at the fall horse auctions this 
year, and to the uninitiated in matters per- 
taining to the harness turf, it might appear 
that the sport was on the decline, but, as a 
matter of fact, nothing could be farther from 
the truth. 

The most important sale is undoubtedly 
that of the Smathers horses, all of which are 
in shape to race next season if desired. Chief 
among.the offerings are Major Delmar and 
Sadie Mec: Of the Delmar horse not much 
can be said that the public does not already 
know. He has been a fast trotter from colt- 
hood, taking a 2:15 record at 8 years of age 
with moderate training. Then came a season 
of rest. owing to the absence from this coun- 
try of his owner. At 5 the Major went into 
the hands of Alta McDonald, and put up a 
most brilliant campaign, winning the $15,000 
Massachusetts and other rich events, but los- 
ing the Transylvania to Ozanam, a mare that, 
great ag she is, has never since that day been 
in Delmar’s class. 


Learn to Use Delmar’s Speed. 

It was directly after the unsuccessful 
Transylvania race, by the way, that means 
were found to make use of Delmar’s won- 
@erf0l speed, which, up to that time, had 
been, by reason of his propensity to pull and 
lug on the bit, far less available in races than 
it should have been. A pulling horse beats 
himself, especially if the scoring be pro- 
longed, and in the Transylvania Delmar 
practically ran away in the first heat, after 
pulling Alta McDonald cockeyed in the pre- 
liminary scoring, and then making a break 
s00n after the word was given. When he 
was finally brought to a trot the field was so 
far ahead of him that pursyit with the idea 
of winning the heat was hopeless, even to the 
most inexperienced cye, and horsemen were 
amazed to see McDonald—a man of rare 
judgment in race driving—let the Major step 
after the other horses at a runaway gait. 
He could-not win the heat, but-on he came, 
finishing ‘well up, and evidently taking a lot 
out of himself by the useless effort. The 
truth was, that after the Major had made 
his disastrous break and finally been pulled 
back to a trot, he took hold of the iron in 
such -a determined mafiner that McDonald 
Saw at once it was better to let him have his 
way and keep on a trot than to go against 
his will with. a hard and continuous pull on 
the lines. 

Fortunately for the future of Major Del- 
mar, there was brought to the attention of 
McDonald the next day a bit which worked 
perfectly with Delmar, the result being that 
the following week at Memphis it was possi- 
bie for the first time in the horse's turf ca- 
reer to drive him behind other horses in a 
race and have him take kindly to the idea. 
At the first time of asking he trotted a mile 
ii a race with the new bit in 2:05, his best 
previous mile in race or workout having been 
2:07%, and in this heat he staid quietly be- 
hind Monte Cario until the last fifty yards of 
the mile. The following spring he was a can- 
didate for world’s honors, and he has had 
them in profusion since that time, his latest 
performance being t@ capture the best record 
for a trotter without wind shield by stepping 
the Lexington track in 2:01. 


Sadie Mc the Greatest Prospect. 


That Delmar will bring at auction anything 
like the $40,000 that Smathers paid for him 
is not for a moment to be imagined. For turf 
purposes he is of little value, there being no 
class races open to him, and the day of the 
exhibition horse has gone by. The chances 
are that whoever buys Delmar will usé him 
at the matinées, and for that purpose he is 
hardly worth more than $10,000. Sadie Mc 
will sell well, because there are a number 
of people who believe her to be about the 
greatest prospect in sight as a race winning 
trotter in ‘the classes where the big money is 
hung up. As a3 year old last season she won 
every stake fof which she started, and her 
Kentucky Futurity was little more than an 
exercise jog for the great filly. No other 3 
year old so much as got a heat away from her 
during the campaign, and her record of 2:11% 


. Was made over the Hartford track on a day 


when the conditions were so unfavorable that 
Billy Buck, champion class trotter of the 
year, had his work cut out to do a mile in 
the same notch. This season Sadie Mc has 
been used exclusively for matinée racing, 
and in that capacity has proven herself arare 
good one, trotting the Pittsburg track in 
2:08%—which mile has been beaten among the 
‘matinée trotters only by the 2:08% of Billings’ 
Equity over the same course. 

As Sadie Mc is still eligible to the 2:12 class, 
and can therefore be entered in about $60,000 
worth of stakes to be trotted next year, she is 
the one horse tn the vendue that shrewd turf- 
men will be after. Capable of beating 2:10 
at 3 years of age, she showed perfect man- 


mers as a race horse. She has not been cam- 


paigned or keyed up to the last notch as a 
4 year old—the critical time in the life of any 
horse—but her 2:08% wagon mile at that age 
shows that she is at her best In every way. 
As a 5 year old it is hard to tell just how 
much she might accomplish, but she cen- 
tainly looks like a sure 2:06 trotter, and with 
her perfect manners in a race, and her known 
gameness, that rate of speed means the.abil- 
ity to win a lot of the richest stakes on the 
harness turf, after which that sort of a race 
mare with the blood lines of Sadie Mc would 
be almost priceless in the breeding ranks. 
For a man who has the money to do as he 
likes in the matter, no price should be too 
high to pay for Sadie Mc, and it would be no 
surprise should she bring $15,000 or more, 
in case a couple of rich men who have pluck 
as well as money should take a fancy to own 


her. 
Good Things Sell High. 

Although the market for common, ordinary 
horses that have nuthing but the fact that 
they are “standard "’ to recommend them is 
at a low ebb just now, it is no trouble to sel) 
‘the really. good ones for all they are worth. 
This was shown in the ring during the Lex- 
ington meeting, when a sister to Grace Bond, 
& weanling at that, was quickly run up to 
$2,300, and her dam brought almost as much. 
They came from the estate of Plant, the 
Georgia millionaire, who killed himself be- 

Cause of money troubles. Other animals in 
the same consignments, notably a couple of 
Stallions, concerning which a great deal of 
preliminary advertising had been done, did 
not command anything like the price which ir 
Was supposed they would bring, for the rea- 
son that they had not done anything of note 
in the speed siring Nine. It has come to a 
point in the market for light harness horses 
where there must be something besides talk 
offered in the sale ring. 

The sale of the great sire McKinney fora 
reported price of $50,000 was a surprise to 
breeders—not so much by reason of the 
amount paid for the son of Alcyone, as as- 
tenishment that William Simpson, who 
bought him, should again be getting into the 
breeding business on an extensive scale. 
Simpson has been a breeder of trotters and 
pacers for a good many years on his farm 
near Cuba, N. Y., and he has also raced a 
good many trotters and pacers in his day. 
About the best one he ever bred or raced was 
the big mare Bouncer that won the Transy}- 
vania’ ten or a Gozen years ago, and trotted 
to a mark of 2:10. In those days W. J. An- 
drews was the trainer for the Simpson farm, 

, and then, as now, no bettemman for the place 
could be found, asin addition to being’a reins- 
man of race skill Andrews is a master hand 
with colts, and, above all, as honest as the 
day is long. 

Simpson Gets “the Fever” Again. 
After having gone entirely out of the racing 

end of the sport and aliowed his breeding 

operations to dwindle, Simpson ‘got the 
fever” this fall. His first move was to en- 
gage his old trainer, Andrews. 
gan buying horses, and the sister and the 
dam of-Grace Bond were the first pair that 
feli into his net. 
tricks, among them a pacing colt by John 
R. Gentry and out of a sister of Star Pointer, 
came next, and then followed the purchase 
of McKinney. When the Smathers sale is 
on.I expect to see Simpson among the bidders 
on Sadie Mc, and if he gets her she should, 
in the hands of Andrews, just about be the 
trotting champion of 1005. The pacer John

Not only the 
horses, but the sulkies, carts, harnesses, and 
everything else that goes with a big cam- 
paigning stable, will be pus up and sold to 
the’ highest bidder.’’ 
Clark Gets Prizs in Bon Voyage. 

But if some men are selling their harness 
horses others are buying them. One of 
the additions to the ranks of campaigning 
owners this year is W. A. Clark Jr., son of 
the Montana millionaire. Young Clark 
seems to have a genuine, personal love for 
horses, and during the Lexington meeting 
it was a common sight to-see him jogging 
one of his trotters or pacers. His purchase 
of the 2 year old colt Bon Voyage was a 
g00d one. He paid only $10,000 for the trot- 
ter that had already won two good stakes, 
and that looks to have better than an 
average chance for the Kentucky Futurity 
and other events in which he is engaged 
next year. It cannot be said that Bon Voy- 
age is a handsome colt, and while his gait 
enables him to get over the ground faster 
than the other 2 year old trotters, it is not 
an attractive one. But with his great speed, 
his apparent inability to make a break, and 
his good blood lines, his dam being the pro- 
ducer of two 2° year olds with race records 
of 2:15 or better, and another trotter of the 
same age (Bequeath) that could beat 2:20 
a go00d ways, although her technical record 
was but 2:23 that season, it is hardly possi- 
bie to select a better young horse to put at 
the head ‘of a breeding stud such as it is 
said Mr. Clark intends to establish in Mon- 


tana. 
Good Judges for Memphis. 


The Memphis meeting, which begins day 
after tomorrow, bids fair to be‘an unusually 
brilliant and suctessful one. To begin with, 
the occupants of the judges’ stand have 
been selected with care and intelligence, 
pains being taken to’secure competent men, 
which is more than’ can besaid of the judges’ 
stand at some of the other first class tracks. 
George Hayt, the grand circuit presiding 
judge, will be in, Memphis, and he will have 
for associates Messrs. H. J. Kline and A. J. 
Keating. *While the ‘ideal’ horserace judge 
is still to be evolved,’it is safe to say that 
no other two men as competent as Kline and 
Keating have been seen in one stand this 
season. Kline is a nervous, active man, 
slightly bilious at.times, but full of gimp, 
and thoroughly conversant with the rules, 
as well as up to date on racing methods. He 
knows the grand circuit horses from ob- 
servation. of their performances during the 
season, and he is not afraid to say what he 
thinks and will act on his convictions. 

Keating is a placid man, not naturally sus- 
picion—which the ideal horserace judge 
should be—but .once he is convinced .that 
fraud has been discovered he has a back- 
bone of steel. He is, like Kline, a good judge 
of horses themselves, knows the cheating 
drivers as well as those that do not. need 
watching, and understands that the surest 
indication of a job is the way the auction 
pools fluctuate. The effect of having. men 
like Kline and Keating in the stand at Mem- 
phis will be that practically no jobs will be 
attempted, whereas at Lexington there were 
several instances where aiert: men in the 
judges’ stand could uave headed off skull- 
duggery that was apparent to pretty much 
everybody on the racetrack except 
selves. 


Lou Dillon and Maior Delmar in Form. 


The Memphis meeting will see the cham- 
pion trotters, Lou Dillon and Major Delmar. 
in a race for the gold cup, and in view of 
what the Smathers gelding accomplished 
at Lexington—a mile in 2:014%—it is not im- 
probable that the record made ‘in the race 
for the cup last year—two heats in 2:04% 
each—may be beaten... Just now Lou Dillon 
is in better form than ever before in her life, 
and the way she tramped a fourth heat in her 
work last week in 2:01% and came back the 
next time in 2:08, is evidience enough that it 
will take a mile close to two minutes to beat 
her. If both horses are at an edge on the 
day of the race a grand contest is certain to 
ensue. 

The purses at Memphis have filled sotmark- 
ably well, and as the track is unquestionably 
the fastest in the world. there should be a 
succession of wonderful niiles trotted and 
paced. The meeting is the last one of conse- 
quence in the campaign of 1904, and more than 
one horse has been saved especially for this 
week. Horses come to the Memphis meeting 
from as far north as Winnipeg, as far south 
as New Orleans, while the east and west 
are represented respectively by Boston and 
California. -It is more than-likely that over 
the Memphis track Sweet Marie may go a 
mile against the watch, in which event she is 
likely to step the distance in about 2:08. Gar-

Terry McGovern, considered by some a

He arose bewildered and in a bad 
way. 

Hanlon, seeing victory in sight, threw 
pcience and judgment to the winds, and 
tore into his supposed victim like a long- 
shoreman, and that was the only thing that 
saved Terry from defeat, as Eddie's wildness 
gave him the opportunity to drop into a 
clinch and hold on long enough to recover 
from the effects of the blow. With his head 
again clear, McGovern cut loose as in days 
gone by, and the manner in which he slammed 
them into the “ Frisco boy ’’ was a caution. 
Rightscand lefts followed each other so rap- 
idly, and with so much steam behind them, 
Eddie became befuddled. He attempted to 
fight back, but Tefry rushed him off his 
feet, forcing him to the ropes, and then pep- 
pered him unmercifully. 

The cyclonic work of McGovern turned ap- 
parent defeat into victory. Hanlon was lying 
helpless against the ropes, and Terry, with 
his fighting dander up to the highest pitch 
possible, was pouring hot shot into his body, 
when the police ordered hostilities. stopped, 
to save Eddie from further and unnecessary 
punishment. It was a cleancut victory for 
Terry, and the hurried manner in which he 
disposed of the Californian surely entitles 
him to another try at Corbett. The latter 
was at the ringside, and, it is reported, signi- 
fied his willingness to give Terry a chance 
to wipe out at least one of the defeats which 
Corbett tabbed against him. 

It is barely possible, however, Corbett and 
McGovern will come together, as the first 
named is not particularly enamored with the 
six round game, especially in connection with 
so speedy a fighter as Terry. He, of course, 
put the Brooklyn scrapper away in two 
rounds in their first battle, but it does not 
necessarily follow he can repeat the trick. 
The longer route is more to Corbett’s liking, 
and San Francisco the place-to pull it off, but 
at the present writing the Frisco promoters, 
and Jim Coffroth in particular, are working 
tooth and nail to smooth the ruffled backs of 
their supervisors to keep the game alive.

Armenia’s Fatal Error. 


*"The Armenians made an egregious blunder 
when they appealed for outside help. The 
resent sultan will never forgive them for 
his. Moreover, the Turks themselves who 
suffer almost as much as the Christians 
from the general demoralization, are under 
the impression that the Huropean powers 
take no thought ef the Mohammedans at all, 
but are only concerned in helping the 
Armenians because they are thelr coreligion- 
fests. This impression tends to deepen the 
hostilities and widen the chasm between 
Mosiem and Christian. 

** Of course, the zealous ulemas and teach- 
ers of the koran seek to inflame the passions 
of the populace by telling them that Europe is 
going to take the country away from them 
and give it.to the Christians. 

Tnderstand me,’’ emphasized the prince, 
*I am not trying to excuse the massacres— 
lam a civilized man.” 


Massacre by Sultan’s Order. 

-“In your opinion, how far was the sultan 
responsible personally for the massacres?’ 
was the pointed question which I finally sum- 
moned sufficient courage to ask. 

“In our country,” he replied, with an im- 
pressive gesture, “‘ nothing happens without 
the consent of the throne. Things begin and 
things end as per order.”’ 

These plain and outspoken words almost 
took my breath away. It was a serious 
charge against the sultan by his own nephew, 
a charge which, if true, must make Abdul 
Hamid one of the worst rulers the world has 
ever seen. 

And, in justice to the young prince, I must 
state that, while he disapproved strongly the 
revolutionary tactics-of the Armenian lead- 
ers, he was emphatic in his denunciation of 
the indiscriminate and wholesale massacres 
Which spared neither age, virtue, nor sex. I 
could safely conclude from certain unguard- 
ed remarks the prince "made that his life 
would be as unsafe in Constantinople as that 
of ahy of the Armenian rebels. 

_T-also inferred from certain other remarks 
of the prince that the reason European inter- 
ference has aggravated instead of solving the 
trouble is that this interference is not earnest 
nor unanimous. Russia has of late become 
most friendly to the Turk, likewise Germany, 
while France is afraid to offend the sultan 


Jest he should be driven altogether into the 


arms of Germany, which circumstance would 


\ @nhance the prestige of that country in the 


orient to the detriment of that of France. 
As for England, who once played so impor- 


seems to have taken a sponge and quite wiped 
out Turkey from her official program. 

| I-wished to hear the prince express his opin- 
fon on the question of the influence of the 
United States on the world problems which 
other nations seemed unable to grapple with. 

“The Americans can do nothing for the 
Armenians,” answered the prince. ‘The 
foreign powers can, if they really want to, 
compel the Ottoman government to intro- 
@uce reforms, but to give the Armenians 
independence—that is impossible. There is 
no Armenia, and the Armenians are in the 
minority wherever they live, which would 
necessitate the powers maintaining a stand- 
ing army in the heart of Asia minor to pre- 
vent the Kurds, for example, whom even the 
Turks have-not succeeded in subjugating 
during these many centuries, as well as other 
hostile neighbors whose name is legion, from 
attacking and pulling in pieces the newly es- 
tablished Armenian state. Would the 
United States keep an army in Asia for that 
purpose? 

“ And yet,”’ continued the prince, “* the ter- 
rible eastern question will continue to keep 
the world in a state of turmoil, for instead 
of getting better it is getting worse. Per- 
haps, after all, the Turk is not the only sick 
man of Durope,”’ suggested the prince witha 
significant look. All European govern- 
ments are in an anemic condition. Their 
heroic period is in the past. They seemonly 
to have the power to create new complica- 
tions both at home and abroad without also 
possessing the tact or statesmanship to in- 
sure the peace of the world. And civilization 
is a failure,” exclaimed my oriental prince, 
“as long as it cannot prevent war.” 

Sympathy with the Japs. 

Then our conversation drifted to the war 
in the extreme east. , The prince was a sol- 
dier and had his own views on the chances 
ef success of the little Japs against tre- 
mendous Russia. Unlike his uncle, the su!- 
tan of Turkey, the young prince is an ad- 
mirer of Japan, and hopes the Russians will 
receive the punishment they deserve. He 
assured me that in Cairo and Alexandria the 
people exhibited Japanese flags and wel- 
comed the news dispatches which told of 
Japanese successes. 

The only peeple in the east who sympa- 
thized with Russia, according te the prince, 
were the Greeks, who look upon the czar, 
Nicholas [1., as the head of the Greek church 
throughout: the world. Russia had nota real 
friend even in Europe, notwithstanding the 
political professions of France and Germany. 

“But I am afraid the Japs cannot win,” 
said the prince. ‘“‘ Until now the Russians 
have a % to cope with the best forces of the 
Japs at a disadvantage—with the poorest 
material at their command, but now the best 
soldiers are being hurried to the front, and 
it remains to be seen whether the mikado’s 
forces will be equally successful against 
these.’’ 

» Never Heard of Parker. 

** Do you know that you are going to Amer- 
ica during a presidential election?’ I asked 
the prince. But he had never heard of Judge 
Parker, and his impression of Theodore 
Roosevelt was that he was un homme fort,a 
streng man. | 

The prince was the most popular passen- 
ger on the steamer.

Paris to 
‘the Brazilian legation, which .theoret- 
wally forms part of Brazil, in order to 
satisfy that clause of the imperial constitu- 
tion which required birth on Brazilian soll 
as an indispensable qualification for the suc 
cession to the throne. 


Dramatic Exit from America.

Peter May Marry Archduchess. 


All three sons of the crown princess of Bra- 
zil have achieved celebrity in Switzerland 
and fn the Tyrol as daring Alpinists and as 
indefatigable mountaineers. This has been 
especially the case with Prince Peter, the 
eldest of the three, who has been on several! 
occasions reported to be about to become 
engaged to Archduchess Maria of Hapsburg, 
a younger sister of the heir apparent to the 
throne of Austria. It is understood, how- 
ever, that Emperor Francis Joseph, who has 
had no end of trouble and annoyanee in con- 
nection with the union of Archduchess Marie 
Dorothea to the duke of Orleans, has no in- 
clination to permit the marriage of any other 
member of his family to a prince who isa 
pretender, least of all to a throne situated in 


brother, Emperor Maximilian, met with so 
tragic a death on the plains of Queretaro, and 
Prince Peter makes no secret of the fact that 
he is a pretender to the throne of Brazil. 
About three years ago he traveled all over. 
the former dominions of his grandfather in 
spite of the decree of banishment and with- 
out the government of the republic being 
aware of his tdentity. He found plenty of 
people in Brazil dissatisfied With the present 
form of government, while the old time mon- 
archists are also numerous. Moreover, the 
Brazilian clergy and episcopacy are credited 
with being devoted tothe monarchical cause, 
so that in the eyes of Prince Peter, at any 
rate, a coup d’etat Rio in favor of the 
restoration of the empire is one of the possi- 
bilities of the situation in the westerh em- 
pire. And it may be added that he is well 
equipped in every respect for the réle which 
he has assumed, since he is rich, good look- 
ing, dashing, and, moreover, possessed of a 
daring and courage in which all the other 
pretenders of the present day are so lamenta- 


bly lacking. | 
In Line for French Throne. 


Should there ever be a monarchical restora- 
tion in France the two princes here and their 
elder brother would find themselves in the 
immediate line of succession to the French 
throne. For while they are Brazilians and 
Braganzas through their mother, the ex- 
crown princess of Brazil, they are French 
princes through their father. The duke of 
Orleans is childless; his only brother, the 
duke de Montpensier, now an officer in the 
Spanish havy, is unmarried; and the duc de 
Chartres, who served as A. D. C. to Gen, 
McClellan in the war here, has but one sur- 
viving son, John, dic de Guise, who has 
nothing but daughters. After him comé\the 
Comte @’Eu and his three sons. : 

The ex-crown princess of Brazil, while a 
woman of strong character, shares nonfe. of 
those liberal views which so distinguished 


have kept him at the head of the government 
of Brazil, if not as emperor, at any rate as 
president of the republic. She is especially 
strict in matters of religion, and while still 
in Brazil created, rightly or wrongly, the im- 
pression that she was wholly subject to the 
domination of her father confessor and of the 
religious orders. This, together with the 
unfortunate manner of her husband, who is 
entirely lacking in that bonhomme for which 
his cousin, the duc de Chartres, is so justly 
notéd. served to engender a feeling of popular 
#1 will against the imperial couple which con- 
‘tributed in no small @egree to the downfall 
of their @ynasty. With all that, the crown 
princess is an excellent and sensible woman, 
singularly kind and charitable, and possessed 
to a remarkable degree of that virtue which, 
according to the Psalmist, fs so rare in 
princes, and presumably in princesses—name- 


ly, gratitude. 


Parents Were Unpopular. 

Moreover, the Count @’Eu is an upright 
man. who bore himself bravely at the head 
of the Brazilian troops in the several warsin 
which Brazil became involved with her neigh- 
bors while Dom Pedro was on the throne. 
in spite of this, neither he nor the crown 
princess knew how to awaken sentiments of 
royalty or of affection, prior to 1889. They 
were respected, but not liked, and during the 
prolonged absences of Dom Pedro in Europe 
when the regency was left with the crown 
princess, she contrived to render her court 


| so unpopular that the Brazilians, apprehen- 


sive of her advent to the throne, were quite 
relieved by the revolutionary movement 


and the establishment of the republic. 

Time, however, has obliterated the remem- 
prance of her former shortcomings in the 
eyes of those who were her father’s subjects, 
and there is no doubt that today as an exile 
the Countess d’Eu enjoys a far greater de- 
cree of popular sympathy in Brazil than in 
the days when she was crown princess and 
regent—not sufficient, however, to render any 
one of them willing to take part In any move- 
ment to place her on the throne of Brazil. 
it there is ever any monarchical restoration 
it will be in behalf of her sons, Princes Peter, 
Louis, or Anthony, the latter two of whom 
are now in the United States.

TiAT pneumonia is steadily on the increase, and 
that its proportion of mortality has by no means 
a been diminished by any of the arts of advancing 
science, are statements easily confirmed by any one 
who cares to follow the medical discussions of the 
day. Why this is so may be explained by others of 
“the wise ones,” but what pneumonia really is, as 
well as how to try te prevent its spread, ought to 
be a matter of more common knowledge. 

The individual is more interested in prevention 
than in laboratory ‘studies or statistics, but he 
should be aware of the fact that he usually carries 
about with him a few germs of the disease, and if 
these pneumococci are harmless enough on the 

healthy mucous membrane of the mouth and throat, 
it not wise to treat them with scorn, for they await only a favorable 
opportunity to creep into the lungs and to start the blood boiling into that 
febrile and dangerous state called acute croupous, or lobar pneumonia. 
Pneumonia is, therefore, an infectious disease, in which the individual may 
Infect himself or become infected by a . specific germ; but there’is this” 
fifference, that jn a typical infectious disease the germ must be transmitted 
fromm one person to another who may be in the best of health and offer 
peascnable resistance to the invasion, while in pneumonia the individual is 
gimost always exposed to the germ, which must wait till some \depressing 
Influences disturb resistance in the poor fellow, so that this germ may 


thrive as he desires. 


Médicat science “would like, of course, to find some positive way of 


‘treating pneumonia, and it is not at all impossible that a serum—such as 


that nowadays called antitoxin, for combating diphtheria—may be 


developed, so that the disease can be throttled, so to speak, in a specific 


way; but even. then prevention has its blessings, and he who learns to take 
care of himself so as not to catch pneumonia may laugh at antitoxins and 
germs, At present he is much safer if he places no dependence upon such 
treasures as seruims, but makes up his mind to avoid the disease altogether, 
for, with a good, brisk attack, there is one chanee out of five that he will 


yield. completely to the disease and die. 


Certain climates are, perhaps, less favorable to the spread of pneumonia, 
but this is questionable, because custom and habit in a people greatly 
modify the infectiousness of the disease. It is shocking to say so, but 
tobacco smoke has an inhibitive action on the germ, and cigaret smokers 
have been known to keep their throats free from germs thereby, in pretty 
contrast to those friends who cultivated these vegetable micro-organisms 
instead of the weed. Far be it from me to encourage the use of tobacco, 


but I throw this in for those who wish support in continuing at least one: : 


redeeming vice. Undoubtedly a better way to subdue too luxurious a 
growth of germs is by persistent care of the teeth, cleanliness of the nose 
and throat, which means not only an attempt to keep free from catarrh 
hut also a frequent wash with some autiseptic gargle and spray, used as 
one might use soap and water for the body and hands. Doctors delight 
in. giving such sage advice as this: Do not worry, avoid physical and 


mental exhaustion, as well as undue exposure to inclement weather, and — 


do not eatch cold.

| Love and Poverty.

HE other day the newspapers told a “ deny themselves a forbidden flirtation. But 


curiously pathetic little story that il- 
lustrates the weakness of human na- 
ture so completely it is worth repeat- 
ing here. In New York there lived a 
young couple who were happy, devoted to 
cach other, andrich. Through some mishap 
the mah lost his fortune and came home In 
despair to his wife. Being a good and sensi- 
ble woman, instead of reproaching him for 
his bad management, or repining at her fate, 
she put her arms about him and said: 
‘‘Never mind, Charlie, you can get a job 
and I can cook.” 
And she did. She turned off her servants, 
went to live in a humble little flat, and did 
her own work, and despite their poverty the 
couple lived in devotion to each other and 
peace and happiness. After two or three 
years of this simple idyllic life, however, the 
wheel of fortune again turned for the young 
couple, and they Inherited riches, but instead 
of being a blessing they proved a misfortune, 
for the husband fell into evil ways, was un- 
true to the litt#e wife who had stood so nobly 
by him in his evil days, and saan story ended 
in the divorce court. . 
Per aps this story is not so remarkable, 


nor i —. as unexpected as it seems, 
for the real test of character 

Conservator is not in meeting poverty 
of Domestic bravely, but in bearing riches 
Virtues. with equanimity, Many a 


man is saved from being a 
drunkard by lacking the price of a drink, 
and there is no such conseryator of thedo- 
mestic virtues as for a man having to work so0 
hard all day he is too tired to leave his own 
fireside at night. Poverty isa great moralist, 
and our purse as often as our principles de- 
cides our courge of action. 

The question thus suggested, however, of 
whether poverty or riches makes for connu- 
bial happiness is an interesting one. Accord- 
ing to the old adage when poverty comes in 
at the door love flies out the window, but 
here is a cage where riches came down the 
chimney, love.sneaked out the back stairs, 
and so the problem is left unanswered. — 

Undoubtedly bitter, biting poverty is a hard 
test for love to stand. In its essence even 


love must be material. When you are hungry 


you aré more stomach than heart. When 
you are cold you think more of the tem- 
perature of your body.than you do of the 
temperature of your affections. When you 
are harassed by bills and hounded by collect- 
ors; money, and not sentiment, fills your wak- 
ing thoughts’ and nightly dreams. Love has 
to be comfortable, so to speak, before it can 
work. 

That. money brings temptations to the rich 
man en the poor man never knows is well 


known. In the first place, 

Wealth if he inherits his money, it is 
Brin harder for the camel to go 
Tem through the eye of the needle 
thah for him to escape being 

marri | tor his possessions. Then, married 


or single, women smile upon him who cat 
reward their glances with jewels, and flowers, 
and candy, and so it is that the man who, 


had he been poor, would have been permitted - 


to walk the strait and narrow path in 
peace, because he is rich, finds himself the 
victim of adventuresses. 

Statistics show that the ratio of divorce is 
much greater in rich and fashionable society 
than among the poor. This does not neces- 


most of all it is ennui, the desire for fresh 
sensations and fresh amusements, and a gen- 
eral lack of something to do that is at the 
bottom of the domestic infelicities of the 
rich. You haven't time to hunt for affinities, 
or even to know that you haven’t got one, 
when you are hustling for a living, and that's 
the reason that poor people so dom get 

divorces. 
The wisest prayer ever offered was when 
the psalmist exclaimed: ‘“‘ Give me neither 
poverty nor riches,’’ and this 


Middle petition might well be incor- 
Classes porated in the prayers of the 
Happiest. marriage service. Undoubt- 


edly the happiest couples are 
those. where there is neither the wolf nor the 
automobile at the door. Nor need one look 
far to seek the cause of this. Where both 
the husband and the wife must make the 
home, where the furniture is gathered to- 
gether bit by bit, and every new adornment 
is the fruit of plans talked over a hundred 
times together, the couple has a community 
of interest that is the strongest bond in the 
world.” The friends that all of us find most 
congenial are people who are engaged in the 
same occupation we are, who know the same 
things, and have the same thoughts, and to 
whom we can talk shop. This is doubly true 
of a married couple, and it is a great argu- 
ment for women assisting their husbands in 
their business. 

So, after all, the story of how Crcesus 
chased Cupid away from the hearthstone ts 
not so remarkable, Life is full of compensa- 
tions, and the most wonderful and beautiful 
of all is that the b rmay have that which 


on money can buy—true and disinterested 
ove.

é the city which at present include book- 
keeping and business accounting in 
their curriculum is a response to the 
demand for trained and skilled book- 
feepers and accountants. Practically all 
the colleges and academies in the city teach 
the art of bookkeeping among the other 
gtudies of a college course. Now the public 
evening schools, twenty-three in number, 
| include a course in this line among 
the studies that the young man or woman 
ed in the daytime may benefit from. 
ihe popularity of the bookkeeping courses 
in the various evening schools, both in those 
‘where the tuition is free and where a small 
‘egharge is made, proves that each year a larger 
number of workers employed in the daytime 
‘are improving their evening hours by acquir- 
ing a knowledge of this most useful of the 
‘arte of business. 
hat there is a call for good bookkeepers 
‘Ie attested to by the managers and heads of 
establishments employing a large force of 
clerks, and that they are quite hard to get 
is aleo affirmed. There are hordes of the in- 
different bookkeepers, the ones with the old 
antiquated system and the half taught 
youngsters of immature years, to be had at 
medium and nominal salaries, but such men

| Must Have Accuracy, 

The great demand on the part of employers 
who require a large number of clerks and 
bookkeepers is accuracy, and accuracy is an 
entirely unknown and unappreciated quan- 
tity with the mediocre and poor workman in 
all classes. A bookkeeper who is careless, or 
one who does not thoroughly understand his 
own trade, or who Is inefficient through lack 
ot proper instruction and training, can in the 
space of a few days so mishandle a set of 
books that it will take weeks of a good man’s 
time to unravel the tangle. 

In modern business systems there is no 
room for mishandled books, tangled ac- 
counts, or lost time because of mistakes. The 
process of handling the accounts of the oper- 
ating expenses, selling charges, and profits 
and loss must move with the same expedition 
and precision that mark the operation of the 
other branches of any large enterprise. A 
customer may be easily lost if he getsa sight 
draft ten days before his account is due, and 
the mistaking of a ‘‘9*’ fora “‘ 7 "’ in the foot- 
ing of a long column of figures may cause a 


meeting of the board of directors to investi- 


gate decreased profits before the error is dis- 


covered.

that is satisfactory in every way is one that 
often causes the head bookkeeper of a big 
place to sit up late nights. To such is offered 
atalary of $20 per week and over and steady 
positions as long as their worl is up to the 
standard. 

“The training.of bookkeepers in the night 
echools of the city is going to be a big help 
to the firms who hire many of this class of 

. derké.” said the head of the bookkeeping de- 
partitment of a large establishment. Good 
bookkeepers are really scarce. Wecan get 
all the bookkeepers—that is, men who claim 
the name—for $12 a week if we want them. 

We can put 490 cent add for a bookkeeper in

“The young people who take bookkeeping 
in the evening schools are emphatically of a 


g00d class,” said Assistant Superintendent of | 


Schools Charles P. Megan. “They are for 
the most part workers, employed in stores or 

_ other places, who wish to get into officé work. 
The majority of them are Americans. They. 
take great care with their work, learn fast, 
and when they are through with their course 
the work that they can turn out on a set of 
books is remarkable for accuracy, legibility, 
and general satisfaction.” 

The system used in the public schools is the 
same adopted by all the leading business col- 
leges. It is the system in universal use 
among business houses. The student first 
receives instruction in penmanship, arith- 
metic, especially applicable to commercial 
work, and the form ofaledger. This is mere- 
ly an introduction to the real work. Hach 
member of the class has what corresponds to 
a set of books, and begins work on them so 
soon as his progress justifiesit. The simpler 
forms of single and double entry are taken 
up at first, then come the special forms of 
entry, the various ledgers, and the trial bal- 
ance. BWach student balances his books 
monthly, as if he was employed in the ac- 
counting department of a large establish- 
ment, and receives monthly criticism upon 
the appearance of his work. 


* * 
Classes at Y. M. C. A. 


There are a number of other schools in the 
city where, upon the payment of a small 
tuition fee, the evening student may receive 
thorough instruction in the art of keeping 
books. The school of the Y. M. C. A., con- 
ducted at the Central building in La Salle 
street, is possibly the most popular, the low- 
4st in charges, and, everything considered, 
likely tu prove the best for the young man 
who is going to study in the evening and who 
wishes to pay for his tuition. The popu- 
larity of this evening school is attested by 
he fact that in the school year running from 
‘June, 1908, to June, 1904, there were enrolled 
in all the classes a total of 2,672 students. 
The business study section easily led all 
others, with a total enrollment of 801. 
To be allowed to become a member of the 
evening classes here it is necessary to first 
be a member of the association. If the young 


‘man who wishes to enter the school is not 


already a member he can take out an inter- 
mediate or senior membership card for $5. 
This class of membership carries with it only 
limited privileges, but if all that is desired 
is entry to the school itis sufficient. A mem- 
bership with full privileges will cost $12. 
Two large rooms are devoted to the business 
practice and bookkeeping branches at the 
school. The equipment is thorough and the 
instruction undoubtedly of the best to be 
had. The length of a term is twelve weeks— 
two nightseach week. The tultion charge for 


instruction during this time is $3 for the en- | 


tire term in addition to the cost of a mem- 

bership.

Learn in Sixty Lessons. 

It is declared that it takes sixty lessons 
of evening study to teach a man how to keep 
books, so the cost of the entire course of this 
institution will be about $14. At the end of 
this time the student who has been diligent In 
his work should be able to secure the earnest 
recommendations of his instructors. The 
employment bureau which is conducted as 
part of the Y. M. C. A. is another advantage. 

With its wide connections the Y. M. C. A. 
annually finds places for thousands of young 
men in all lines of work at a nominal fee. 
To the student at the evening school the fee 
is greatly reduced, so that at the end of his 
course the student may have the bureau se- 
cure him 4 position at an extremely low cost. 

Lewis institute, on the west side, follows 
closely in the wake of the Y. M. C. A. in 
teaching bookkeeping to the evening student 
at a low rate of tuition. For $5 a course of 
instruction of ten weeks, two nights each 
week, may be had. Here the rate of study 
may be doubled, if it is desired, the student 


being in attendance four nights each week - 


and paying $10 for the term. The’! length of 
time required to thoroughly instruct any one 
in the theory and practice of bookkeeping 
is three terms. This will make the total cost 
of the complete course $380. A certificate of 
graduation or diploma from an institute of 
this character is taken as a strong recom- 
mendation by many employers in the city. 


Can Learn at Home. 

To the young man or woman who wishes 
to study bookkeeping during the winter 
months and who is unable for any reason to 
attend any school, it is possible to pursue 
the study at home. The correspondence 
schools open up a way for becoming an adept 
at least in the theory of the work by mail, 
While there may be considerable doubt in the 
mind of the average practical business man 
as to the immediate value of a@ bookkeeper 

_who has learned his trade in this way, it is 
certain that those who will closely follow 
their lessons as they receive them by mail, 
study with the same care as if they were 
under the eye of an instructor, and practice 
the work at home, can readily acquire a good 
grounding in this line. 

The cost of a correspondence course in book- 
keeping varies as does the time necessary for 
its completion. Twenty-five dollars in money 
and one year in time mihy he set down as 
a fair average. In this time the student 
will have, if he has kept up with his work, 
received a score of pamphlets and about 
fifty lessons. As nearly as is possible, prac- 
tical experience is given the student of the 
mail course also, the student being required | 
to keep and turn in for examination by the 
instructors, at regular intervals, papers that 
correspond to a set of ledgers. At the end of 
the year it is maintained that the student 
who has been diligent will be so equipped 
that he or she can step into an office and 
handle a set of books to the entire satisfa 


tion of the employer. ‘

Advantages and 
In a résumé it must be said that if it is 


going to take more than a solidyearofstudy . Thirty years ago, 


to learn this trade or art the worker em- 
ployed during the daytime who is going to 
improve himself and his chances for ulti- 


mate success might do better than to de- 


vote so much time to it. At Its best it is 
only @ trade that is adaptable to the city, it 
is only in.places where metropolitan business 
methods obtain that profitable and perma- 
nent employment may be secured.

- Quit Lakes with Marriage.

Wages on the Lakes. 

The Lake Seamen's union includes in the 
organization the members of the crew below 
the office of master. The wage scale in gen- 
eral provides for the ordinary seaman’s re- 
ceiving $25 a month from the opening of 


navigation until Oct. 1, after which he shall: 


‘receive $37.50 a- month to the close of naviga- 


tion. The wheelsmen, watchmen, and look- 


outs recelve $45 a month until Oct. 1, when 
they have an increase to $65. Mates on tow 
barges receive $70 a month for the entire 
season,

they receive $1.75 a day, while the vessel is

“For this purpose of regulating the sup-

The work of the sailor before the mast, how- 
ever, does not admiv of a mere boy's taking 


-it up. He must be husky for his age of 18 
-years. From the beginning he has to pass 
‘coal, scrub the decks, and lift hatches, to 
gay nothing of loading cargoes. Preference 


is given to the American born boy in this 
apprenticeship. Most of these young men 
come from farms in the states bordering the 


lakes. So long ag they are single the life of 


the sailor appeals to them as better than the 
opportunities of the farm. Frequently when 


they have married they go back to the farm 


for life. 

“ Taking the sailors of the great.Jakes at 
the present time, one-half of them are na- 
tives of the United States. Of the other half 
the Canadians lead, with the Scandinavians 
second, followed by the Irish, English, and 
mixed nationalities.

Chicago Financiers 
Succeed in New York. 


By Arthur Lambin. 


BF the famous Chicago financiers and 
promoters of large industrial pools 
who have gone to New York within 
recent years not one has made a 
failure. On the contrary, they have 
astonished Wali street with their monumen- 
tal successes and surprised the business men 
of the whole nation with the swiftness and 
magnitude of colossal successes. 


There was a time when mention of “the - 


Chicago crowd’ in Wall street, or in the . 


back offices of New York banks, made the 
cute manipulators of high finance grin as 
the lion gring before he devours the lamb. 
But that day is past, and now the five fore- 


most Chicago financiers of New York are, 


both feared and respected. Four of them, 
William H. Moore, James Hobart Moore, W. 
B. Leeds, and Dan Reid, are called “ The 
Rock Island Party,” and John W. Gates, the 
fifth of the old “ Chicago crowd,’ though 
not affiliated with the others, is looked upon 
as the most audacious, the most cour- 
ageous, and the most “ dangerous ” of them 
all. 


The Moores went to New York to begin 
their prodigious operations soon after they 
had accomplished the most marvelous re- 
covery from disaster in the history of 
finance. In 1896 they were $4,000,000 “ In the 
hole.” Since then they have paid off all old 
scores and transformed bankruptcy into 
wealth that is estimated at $100,000,000 be- 
tween them. New York, the home of the 
money kings, is never tired of wondering 
at the Moores, and with this wonder goes a 
respect that is not accorded to some other 
famous jugglers of millions. The Moores are 
looked upon as constructive financiers. As 


_ Garing as Gould and Fisk were, or as Gates 


is, the Moores are quite as bold, but their 
valor in financial fields’ is of a different 
quality. None of the leaders in New York 
finance would go out of his way to injure 
the Moores. With Gates it is different. He 
is thoroughly disliked, and would be broken 
and ignored by Wall street, including J. 


Pierpont Morgan, if every great operator and 


promoter in the street were not thoro 
afraid of him. : 


Hold Gates in Angry Awe. 

The Moores, the Rock Island party, are 
looked upon as true captains of industry, 
tried warriors and leaders in the open field. 
Gates is a free lance, a guerrilla, a night 

- raider, a terror to the unwary. They. talk 
about the Moores’ brains, their genius. But 
the best they will concede to Gates for all 
his mighty performances are luck and nerve. 
But -even for that, and it is a combination to 
be reckoned with, they keep a sharp eye on 
him, and such men as Morgan, Rockefeller, 
Hill, and the other giants of their class hold 
John W. Gates ina kind ofangryawe. . 
_ Most Chicagoans know the story of the 
great disaster which befell the Moore broth- 
ers in their Diamond Match venture. That 
was the first big deed of promotion they com- 
pleted. When it collapsed they found them- 
selves $3,000,000 in debt. It was the most 
tragically sensational event in their careers. 
But they decided to regard it as a mere inci- 
dent. They slapped one another on the 
back and said: “‘ We'll pay up and start out 

right.” National Biscuit followed, and with- 

in two years, from being $3,000,000 In debt 
they had paid all their creditors and were 
$2,000,000 ahead. 

The formation of the Biscuit company was 
the result of an effort to smash the Moores 
still more than the match failure had 

‘gmashed them. They were stockholders in 
the New York Biscuit company, and the 
‘ American Biscuit company “ went after” 
its rival by .cutting prices. But the New 
York company P. D. Armour and George 
.“M. Pullman back of it, and it fought harder 
‘than its antagonist expected. When the 
Moores saw the disastrous results to both 
‘companies, instead of being disheartened 
they determined to merge the two interests. 
They promoted and effected the consolida- 


- tion, and their commission for the work was 


$4,000,000 of stock in the new National Bis- 
‘euit company. 


How the Moores Got New Start. 
That performance astonished the financiers 
.and restored the confidence of the bankers in 
the Moores. Encouraged by onesuccess they 
formed the American Tinplate company with 
@ capital of $50,000,000, and got $10,600,000 of 

common stock as their share, worth about 
$4,800,000 at that time. With this nestegg 
of $6,800,000 they promoted and organized 
the National Steel company, capital §59,000,- 
000; the American Steel Hoop company, cap- 
ital $33,000,000; the American Sheet Steel 
company, capital $49,000,000. 

About this time financial New York, Lon- 
don, Paris, and Berlin were sitting up taking 
notice of the Chicago Moore brothers. They 
set up offices in New York and commenced 
to figure on the most gigantic industrial 
combination the world hadever known. The 
Moores conceived the plan of organizing the 
United States Steel company, and if it had 
not been for the sudden death of Gov. Flower 
of New York, the Chicago brothers, and not 


J. Pierpont Morgan, would have been cred- 


ited with the completion of this huge trust. 
They had already secured options on the 
Frick and Carnegie interests and the New 


York banks were ready to finance the big 
merger when Flower died. The liquidation of 


his securities started the money panic which 
caused the bankers to draw tight the strings 
on their money bags, and before confidence 
was restored the option on the Carnegie prop- 


erty had expired and a renewal was refused, _ 
J. Pierpont Morgan and his associates revived 
it later and brought to a successful culmina- 
tion the mighty merger which was born in the 
brains of the two Chicagoans. 
« 
Making the Rock Island. 

The Moores next turned their attention to 
railroads, not as speculators nor quite as 
promoters, but rather as constructive finan- 
clers who wished to find a permanent and 
adequate fleld for their now enormous for- 
tunes and for their indomitable activities. 
The railroad world has been astounded with 
the achievements of the Moores with Rock 
Island since they became the dominant fac: 
tors In that system. The forniation of the 
Rock Island company of New Jersey and the 
incidental issuance of §$200,000,000 of stock 
was one of the striking performances of the 
career of the Chicago crowd in New York. 

The record breaking construction of a line 
to El Paso, Tex., added to the conviction that 
the Rock Island party, headed by the Moore 
brothers, was to be a mighty constructive 
influence in American railway affairs. They 
acquired the El Paso and Northwestern road 
and shortened the distance between Chicago | 


and El Paso 227 miles. These were the } 
initial moves which brought Rock Island to} 


the front with astonishing rapidity, and 
which convinced the financiers of New York 
that the hewcomers from Chicago must be 
reckoned with in every important under 
taking of the financial and railway kings. 


Fortune in Tinplate. 
- W. B. Leeds of Chicago, next to the Moores 
the most eminent of the Chicago crowd in 
New York, is one of the youngest big rail-/ 
‘road men in this country. A few years ago | 


he was a division superintendent on the ‘ 


Pennsylvania lines west of Pittsburg. Hila 
headquarters were at Richmond, Ind., where 
the first tinplate factory of any consequence 
in the United States started. He and his 
friend, Daniel G. Reid of that town, saw the 
opportunity opened for the tin industry by. 


the protective clauses of the McKinley bill . 


and later of the Dingley bill. They went into 
the new enterprise for all they were worth, 
and under the fostering influence and the 
extraordinary prosperity of McKinley's ad- 


ministration they rose upon the crest of . 


“fortune.

Then came the era of trustmaking, and W. 
B. Leeds became the friend and Neutenant 
of the Moores. It was Leeds who first sug- 
gested the formation of the tinplate trust, 
but it. was the Moores who became the acttl- 
aries in floating the enterprise, and by the 


time the steel trust was launched the tin- 


plate combination had already earned $12,-. 
000,000, and Mr. Leeds had become one of the 
great factors in the Moore enterprises. When 
the Rock Island was purchased Leeds was 
made president of the corporation. He ia 
now comnected actively with no great insti- 
tution, but he is known fn New York ag" rail- 


road wise,” and his fortune is estimated at _ 


$25,000,000. 

Daniel G. Reid, the fourth of the Chicago 
crowd, is the executive manager of the yast 
details involved in the many interests of the 
Rock Island party, as they are now known in 
Wall street. The work of “ trading” as a 
banker falls upon him, and it is upon this 
feature the business of big promotional 
enterprises largely depends for succesma It 
was Reid who drove the bargain with J, 
Pierpont Morgan when the steel trust was 
formed, and, hard and exacting as was the 
ultimatum which he left with the great 
financier, it was accepted and the Moore party 
retired from the steel business. Beginning 
as cashier of a small bank in Richmond, Ind., 
Mr. Reid has now developed into the arch- 
accounted of the Chicago crowd in New York, 
and the promoters of Wall street, high and 
low, regard him as the best technical financier 
in New York. : 

Trimmed Morgan’s Wings. 

John W. Gates, the fifth and the most glar- 
ing of the successes which La Salle street 
has sent to Wall street, is not looked upon | 
as an intellectual giant of finance by the | 
money magnates of Gotham. His career as | 
@ promoter was at its zenith before he left | 
.alcago to become a New Yorker, and his’ 
greatest performance since then was the’ 
Louisville and Nashville coup and the cool 
audacity with which he proceeded to elip 
the wings of the mighty Morgan when that 
personage sought to oust him from control 
of the great southern system. 

But his successful bout with the leading 
financier of Wall street earned for him the| 


respect of the New York financial world and | - 


probably the hatred of Morgan, although by/ 
all accounts the Chicago plunger and the 

wizard. of the east seem to be quite chummy 

recently. At the investigation of the now 

famous Louisville and Nashville deal Mr.; 
Morgan told the inquisitors that he wished te: 
prevent Gates from gaining control because | 
he regarded the Chicagoan as “ a dangerous 

man.” When his turn to testify came, Mr. 

Gates coolly declared that he sought the 

mastery of the Louisville and Nashville be- 
cause he knew that Mr. Morgan intended to, 
form a southern railroad merger upon the; 
same plan as James J. Hill’s northwestern 

merger. It was thus that Gates destroyed’ 
one of Morgan’s secretly cherished plans and 

he did it with no other apparent a 
than to retaliate for the charge that he wag’ 
“a dangerous man.” 


School Teachers Needed 


HERE is no city in the world tn which 

the increase In school attendance from 

_ year to year is greater than in Chicago. 

It was expected that when the city 

ceased to annex adjacent towns and 
villages the board of education would be 
able to “‘ catch up,” and, perhaps, to keep a 


few paces in advance of the increased de- | 


mands upon its resources, 

But this is not true. Under existing con- 
ditions the annual average increase in the 
attendance at the public schools is close to 
7,000. This means that the staff of teach- 
ers must be increased at the rate of nearly 
150 a year. It means that new schools must 
be provided and it signifies that the expan- 
sive work of the board of education must 
continue on its present extraordinary basis 
so long as the city continues to grow asa it is 


now growing. 


* 
6,000 Increase This Eall. 
The total mumber of pupils already ep- 


rolled this autumn is about 286,000, an in- 


crease of full 6,000 over the total at the close 
of last summer's term One hundred and 
twenty new teachers will be necessary to 
took after the educational needs of these 
newcomers. No new towns have been an- 
nexed. The growth is the result of a normal 
increase in population and, in some measure, 
of the extending belief among foreign resi- 
dents that it is better to send smal! children 
to school than to keep them In squalid homes

or to send them forth to work. 

It ts estimated by school authorities that 
before Christmas the total Chicago public | 
school attendance will show a gain of 10,000 | 
over the attendance at the eame time last 
year.

Should this astonishing grovth continue for 
twenty years, as it promises tu 60, there will

Difficult to Meet Increases. 
In this as in all other departments of Chi- 


cago progress, there is now and has always 
been difficulty in keeping up with, much leas 
forestalling, the unforeseen requirements of 
the city. For tnetance, in 1904 provisions 
have been made to care properly for the 
10,000 excess echool population which ap- 
peared in September, 1906. Thatarmy of ten 
regiments of children has now been housed, 
equipped, and sent upon ita march. But 
forthwith, at the beginning of last month, 
there appeared another extra multitude of 
over 6,000!

A Look Backward to | His First Journey Into 
the Great Wide World, and Some Experiences 


of His Tender Years. 


T. the age of 5 years, quite a while 

before the hobo instinct steered me. 
into serious trouble, I first enjoyed 
the delights of travel—of going some- 
where and seeing things. The prelim- 
inary dash was made in a family bobsled 
over a twelve mile’ straightaway course in 
the middle of winter. “Time, the late ‘60s, 
which date is close enough for the purpose 
of this confession. 

It was not the scenery en route that stirred 
my nomadic blood, for I failed to observe 
any. The tribe to which I belonged was 
migrating out of season—in other words, 
moving from the farm where I occurred to 
a Httle mud streaked village in western 
Jilinois. As for the town, it was there on 
the map, and it submits that fact as an ex- 
cuse for being there still. There is no ac- 
counting for the tact of some towns. 

What landscape, if any, invited inspection 
aiong that frozen twelve mile route is lost 
to me forever. Family complications bun- 
gied the trip, in my case, at least. Exclu- 
sive of parents, there were eight little sun- 
beams—six of us in the original package, and 
a job lot of two—father having married a 
second time. And don’t forget the furni- 
ture. Children, parents, and chattels were, 
massed in one stupendous aggregation in 
the bobsled. This overworked vehicle was 
gn ordinary farm wagon box, with supple- 
mentary sideboards, set on snow runners 
and propelled by a pair of low pressure 
mules. 

Of course, we were crowded in the cabin—. 
not a soul had room to speak, in the words 
of that old McGuffey school reader poem. 
It wouldn't do to lose any children, and fur- 
niture was even more expensive at that 
period. So we all stuck together, some 
stowed right side up and some wrong. I 
held a position near the bottom of the load, 
with my neck resting on the ruffied bosom 
of a zinc washboard. For years afterward 


’ I wondered what had made me s0 cold and 


dismal, not tosay clammy. The wisdom that 
comes from rubbering eventually set my 
mind at east, but not until I had observed 
the metal lining they put in ice boxes. It’s 
a wonder I did not become an arctic ex- 


pilorer.

No Fashion Plate for Him. 

However, since that day I’ve got it in the 
epigiottis many a time and oft while tour- 
ing. Had I known then what is up to me 
now the zinc washboard would have proved 
fulile as a deterrent. What is born in the 
blood must come out in the box car. 

On reaching the village father handed the 
mules a couple of swift kicks in the slats 
by way of appearing at ease in the presence 
of total strangers, and proceeded to dis- 
charge cargo. Being an impartial and busy 
stevedore, he unloaded his assets as they 
came to hand—first a joint of stovepipe, then 
a child, followed by a bundle of bed slats 
and an infant daughter, until his earthly 
possessions reposed in a picturesque pile on 
the sidewalk. When father separated me 
from the washboard among the sediment at 
the bottom of the load, one side of my neck 
resembled the blue®woncertina much esteemed 
by Swedes. We were all cramped and frost- 
bitten, but glad to be city people, just the 
game. I'm willing to admit that breaking 
into the Four Hundred has its drawbacks. 

The farm so cruelly deserted, twelve miles 
away, was situated on the county line. This 
I knew from hearing father speak of it, and 
as county line sounded good to me I featured 
% in my language, using appropriate ges- 
tures on the side. The frequency with which 
county line butted into informal chats with 
the village boys conferred upon Me a pleasing 
foreign air, extremely rare in those: parfs. 
What a traveler I was in those days—a reg- 
wlar cuss on runners! The bug that made 
me a hobo was working in my system. 

Another rough and ready trait of the tour- 
ist early developed was my utter refusal to 
pose as a fashion plate at Mudville, Ill, for 
garb cut no ice with me.

I related a few chapters my- 
self, but didn’t allude to the cape epoch 
in my career. Somehow I felt I had lost out. 
As a skirt dancer Sis starred in London, 
Paris, Berlin, and at the Winter palace at 
St. Petersburg. On the London circuit he 
had skirted, so to speak, as many as four 

music halls in one night, dashing about in 


\ diaphanous silk folds and a cab from place 


to place. With the wealth thus acquired 
he settled down at Mudville to a congenial 
life of easy quiet and independence. 

Twice per year, spring and fall, Sis visits 
the wholesale millinery plants at Chicago, 
on which occasion, it is said, he wears a 
plug hat and feather boa. I was too sick 
at heart to hang around and see him start, 
and besides it’s a cinch I wouldn’t have 
laughed.

OT long ago those who passed a cer-

Contact with the office girls, many of whom 


tain millinery window .in Washington 
street read ona placard that a young 
woman was wanted as a saleswoman. 
Under this statement was printed the 
request, “ middie aged women need not ap- 
ply “—a postscript which probably carried 
a pang either of premonition or sympathy to 
the heart of every woman passerby. 
In spite of this adverse placard women 
have perhaps an advantage over men in the 
fact that there are at least a few positions 
open to them in which there is a premium 
put upon middle age. One of these is that 
of matron tn the large office buildings. This 
position not only demands a matronly ap-. 
pearance, but it makes no exactions as to 
special training. There are also some possi- 
bilities connected with it which point to its 
being Much sought by the better class of 
women and perhaps in time being even paid 
for as a concession, instead of being relegated 
to the rank of menial work, as it has been 
almost: up te the present. 

The story of a woman who is matron in one 
of the largest and newest of the great Chi- 
cago bullidings tells the story of the position 
and its development. A was a’ 
southerner and had never earned a dollar, 
\eThaps not even a penny, in her life until 
six years ago. Then her husband died—there 
had been some prejudice which had pre- 
vented a life insurance—and In a day life 
changed from an existence of comparative 
luxury to a heart to heart talk with poverty 
as it appeared on the threshold, A friend 
did the best he could and offered Madam 
A the position of matron in a building 
Where iuxuriant rest rooms were furnished 
women employés. It meant cleaning as 
well as superintending In those days, as it 
Goes still in many of the buildings. Madam, 
notwithstanding she had not been trained 
to do a thing tn the world that would bring 
her a cent, had pluck, and she tookit. She 
also had pluck enough to keep it through 
four years, in which she was under the orders 

_of a janitor who was something more tha 
-ordinarily. difficult. 


she mothered, and all of whom she made 
friends with, made her position bearable in 
small ways, as she has since found that they 
make it valuable in greater ones. Through 
them the exceedingly small salary was eked 
out by gifts at Christmas, which amounted 
to $50 and $75. Through them again she 
learned of a new skyscraper which was to be 
put up in which conditions were different, 
and to which she got the appointment. Here, 
as in most of the late buildings, the floors 
are done by the scrubwomen, the marble by 
the marble men, and work is so specialized 
that the position of matron has also become 
the speciality that its name suggests. Italso 
has no more exacting requirements than a 
slight knowledge of nursing, a faculty for 
mothering, and some patience and executive 
ability. 

It is, however, through the close touch 
with 300 or 400 girls, all earning fair salaries, 
that has come the advantage which places 
this position far ahead of many, such, for in- 
stance, as “‘ reception woman,” and others 
which might be classed in the same category. 
wth this woman, there first grew out of it 
quite a little business in wool shawls. It was 
an old fashioned accomplishment, brought 
out at first to fill the hours, and no sooner 
caught sight of by the girls than the orders 
came pouring fn. The wool furnished and 
$2.50 for the work is the price per piece which 
accrues from what promises to be a steady 
shaw! business. So that with the fair salary 
pa.d by the building manager, who is the em- 
ployer under the new order of things, this 
woman makes a fair living, besides deriving 
endless inspiration and happiness apparently 
from “ her girls,”’ as she calls them. She 
has also taken the initiative in gathering to- 
gether an equipment of hot water bottles and 
simple medicines which are a kind of common 
property. 

In another building this latter idea has 
been carried into effect on a lucrative plan by 
the matron or *“ concessionnaire.”’ In one a 
thriving little drug business is done, expert 
advice being given with the smali purchases.

N a squalid cell im a San Francisco police 
station sits Joseph Mulhattan awaiting 
trial for the theft of an overcoat. The 
prisoner is unable to get bonds.

itors except reporters and policemen. He 
has no friends at hand. He is a mystery 
to the police and he makes good copy for 
the newspaper man. That's why both visit 
him. He has no good stories to tell now; 
he is not merry; he cannot rattle off a good 
song. He can hardly remember the strange, 
romantic incidents of his own past. 

Yet this outcast, ragged, stuttering, down- 
cast man is the same Joseph Mulhattan 
who ten years ago was the richest, most 
popular, and best commercial traveler in 
the United States. For years before that 
he was looked upon by “ kid’’ drummers as 
the beau ideal of their calling. Ten years 
ago it was something of a distinction to 
shake hands with Mulhattan and call him 
“Joe.” He was the star salesman of the 
country. His salary was $15,000 a year and. 
his expense account in proportion. j 

He was proud to be known by all men as 
the ** biggest Nar on earth,’’ and he invented 
yarns that went around the world coupled 
with his name. That was a manifestation 
of humor with Joe Mulhattan and probably 
they harmed nobody but himself. He thought 
they helped him in those old, palmy days, 
and it is true that he was the most widely 
known commercial traveler of his time. 
Merchants would welcome him when they 
didn’t need his hardware but wanted to 
‘hear his latest story, and some of those pre- 
posterous stories of Joe Mulhattan are go- 
ing the rounds yet. Now he wags his tousled 
head and tries to remember his name.

When He Shone Brightest. 

Good fellow! That was where Joe Mulhat- 
tan shone brightest. Never a friend who 
could not borrow his money; never a drink- 
ing bout in which he could not outstay his 
comrades; never a spender who. surpassed 
him in prodigal generosity. No drummer of 
his day was more popular. His brethren 
of the sample case would miss trains to ride 
in the same car with him. Joe was always 
* the life of the party.’’ He was the man to 
* set the table in aroar.”” He was the “ dead 
game sport” of those days. Not to know 
Joe Mulhattan was to argue oneself un- 
known. Now nobody calls on him except 
newsgatherers and detectives. 

He was used to set the fashions a decade 
ago. He wasa bit of a Beau Brummel]l; some- 
thing of a Sybarite, an epicure. He made 
or damned the latest brands of wine. Rail- 
roads gave him passes just to get him to ride 
on their lines. He was never quite a hand- 
some man, but he had style, dash, and pres- 
ence, and, in his own way, he lived up to his 
gifts and his limitations and, perhaps, a lit- 
the past them. He went an awful gait and 
the neophytes who made him their paragon 
tried in vain to keep up with it. Probably 
some of them long ago landed where Joe 
Mulhattan is now, but they were not so fa- 
mous as he, and their histories will not be 
written except by jailers, keepers, and sex- 
tons.

Education in A 
Simeon Gilbert. 


.,T would be a foolish historian in these 
days who should presume to write the 
history of the United States and leave 
out the great story of education in Amer- 
ica. For, as every real student of his- 

tory now sees, there has been hing in our 
national history more significant, more dis- 
tinotive, or more consequential than the ori- 
gin and growth, and of late the amazing de- 
velopment all over the country, of the peo- 
ple’s schools. 

Prof. E. G. Dexter of the University of Illi- 
nois in his “ History of Education in the 
United States"’ (Macmillan), has told this 
great and fascinating story. He has traced 
these beginnings of schools from their first 
inception in the New England colonies and 
the several other colonies, and their develop- 
ment in the later colonial period, and so on 
down to the e@ucational revival of about 
1837 under the leadership of Horace Mann, 
and from that on in the several states down 
to the presenttime. - > nt 


A notably larger number of the early Eng- , 


lish colonists, as is well known, were men 
who had themselves been edticated more or 
less in the mother country. Even before the 
Pilgrim fathers came to Plymouth with the 
“sifted seed corn” for the new nation, as 
early as 1616, the king had ordered the bishop 
of London to collect money for a college to be 
founded in Virginia; and, says Dr. Dexter, 
during the next three years £1,500 was raised 
and‘ sent over. In 1618 Gov. Yardly was in- 
structed to “ ordair that 10,000 acres be.al- 
lotted and set out for the endowing of the 
said university and college with convenient 
possessions.”’. But the specific purpose of 
this first college project was “‘ for the train- 
ing up of the children of those infidels in true 
religion, moral virtue, and civility, and for 
other godliness.’’ In other words, this first 
American college was to be an “ Indian col- 
lege.”” Yet not exclusively for them; a por- 
tion of the original foundation was for a 
“seminary of learning for the English.”’ Sir 
Edwin Sandys, treasurer of the company, 
was back of this educational movement. 
Moreover, the city of London became inter- 
ested in the far seeing undertaking and sent 
over 100 children to the colony, together with 
special donations to aid in their mainten- 
ance until they should be self-supporting, 
the Virginia company agreeing “that all 
these children should he educated and 
brought up in some trade or profession, so 
that they might gain their livelihood by the 
time they were 21 years old, or by the time 
they had served their seven years’ appren- 
ticeship.” 


In 1684 or 1635 began an era of schools in. 


Virginia founded by’ private bequest. At 
that time one Benjamin Symms left by will 


200 acres of land and eight cows for a free 


school in Elizabeth county. The justices of 
the peace of the county, together with the 
minister and church wardens of the city par- 
ish, were to be trustees of the funds. 

In 1649 some one wrote: — 

“I may not forget to tell you we have a 
free school, with 200 acres of land, a fine house 
upon it, forty milk kine, and other accommo- 
dations to it; the benefactor deserves per- 
petual memory; his name is Mr. Benjamin 
Symms, worthy to be cherished. Other petty 
schools we have, too.”’ 

+ 
New England Beginnings. 

The sturdy settlers upon the New England 
coast played a much more important part in 
the- making of our school system, says Dr. 
Dexter, than had their predecessors in Vir- 
ginia or those at the mouth of the Hudson. 
Within the veins of the first New England 
colonists ran blood as” blue as any in old 

. England. Though willing to undergo hard- 
‘ships and privations for conscience’s sake, 
they set to work energetically to lessen them 
as much as was in their power. Physical 
hardships they could put up with without a 
murmur, but spiritual and intellectual 
deprivations—never. $0 they early set up 
schools, patterned as closely as possible 
after those.they had attended in the mother 
country. Never since, in the history of our 
country, has the population as a elass been 
so highly educated as during the first half 
century of the Massachusetts settlements. 
One man in every 250 had been graduated 
from an English university, and both clergy 
and laity had brought from home enviable 
reputations for superior service both in 
church and college. 

“In all its generations of worth and refine- 
ment,’’ says Palfrey, ‘‘ Boston has never seen 
an assembly more illustrious for generous 


qualities than were the magistrates of the 


young colony who welcomed Cotton and his 
fellow voyagers at Winthrop’s table.”’ 

The fame of the Boston Latin school rests 
not alone upon the fact that it was the first 
school to be started in the colony, but per- 
haps fully as much upon its great good for- 
tune\in having at its head for more than a 
third of a century the illustrious Ezekiel 
Cheever. 

The first public school in America to be 
supported by direct taxation “upon the in- 
habitants of the town’’ was established in 
Dorchester, Mass., in 1639. In 1645 the town. 
appointed a committee of three ‘* wardens 
or overseers of the school.”’ : 

It was in 1636 the general court took up 
the question of higher education, and the 
result was the founding of Harvard college. 

A remarkable foresight appears in these

earliest public schools in Massachusetts In 
the ample provision for practical industrial 
education, the tools and the material for 
the work to be provided by the several towns. 

In 1659 Cambridge was granted 1,000 acres 
of land by the general court on “ condition 
that ‘they forever appropriate it’ to the 
grammar school. 
go, the benefit was to pass to the nearest 
town that did support a grammar school. 

The Rev. John Eliot of Roxbury, the 
famous apostle to the Indians, was also an 
enthusiast for popular education. 

It was in the year 1650 that the Connecti- 
cut colony enacted its first law with refer- 
ence to Indian education, “wherein the 
giofy of God and the everlasting welfare of 
the poor, lost, naked sone of Adam is so 
deeply concerned.” 

When, in 1640, the queen of Sweden sent out 
her little colony to the American wilderness 
it was with the instruction that “ the patrons 
of this colony shall be obliged to support at 
all times as many ministers and schoolmas- 
ters as the number of Inhabitants shall re- 
quire.” 

Penn's first “Frame of Government” 
made ample provision for schools. In 1682 
it was enacted that the laws of the province 
should from time to time be published, and 
that this published volume should be one of 
the books taught in the schools. 

The educational policy for 150 years after 
the coming of Penn was to make those who 
were able to do so pay for the education of 
their children, and to educate the children of 
others free. 

The Moravian schools at Bethlehem and 
Nazareth, established before the middle of 
the eighteenth century, were among the best 
of the country, and received pupils from 
every one of the colonies. : . 


Thomas Jefferson's Ideas, 

In 1779 Thomas Jefferson drew up a bill 
providing for free schools and the training 
of all free children, both male and female, in 
reading, writing, and arithmetic. His whole 
plan included elementary, secondary, and 
higher education; but his ideas were in ad- 
vance of the time. In 1796 he secured the 
passage of his bill, but the act was only per- 
missive and consequently was without effect. 
Virginia made its first general provision for 
elementary education in 1818. 

In New York in 1754 Columbia college was 
founded. Up to the time of the revolution 
the elementary schools in New York City 
were largely fostered and supported by the 
Society for the Propagation of the Gospel. 

One of the particularly interesting chapters 
is the one on academies. From the time of 
the revolution to about 1850 the academy led 
all the way In the secondary education, not 
merely for those who were “ fitting for col- 
lege,’’ but for many others who were getting 
their start for the higher service in social, 
business, and political life. ‘ Dr. Dexter 
speaks of the “ tremendous proportions *’ to 
which the academy system had grown at the 
zenith of its influence in 1850, when there 
were in the country over 6,000 academies, 
with over 263,000 pupils, and an annual in- 
come of nearly $6,000,000, 

* 
Horace Mann’s Important Work. 

The great educational revival began a lit- 
tle before the middle of the last century. 
No other individual had so much to do 
with boards of education as had Hor- 
ace Mann. During the twelve years of 
his secretaryship his achievements were 
little short of stupendous. Volumes have 
been written on his prodigiously effect- 
ive educational campaigns. His genius was 
of a thoroughly constructive order. The 
changes in school organization and public 
school supervision, which he set going, are, 
says Dr. Dexter, in exact lines along which 
our public school systems, not the creation of 
this great educational awakening, and es- 
pecially in the guidance of it, as Horace 
Mann of Massachusetts, who, just at the 
opening of a brilliant career as lawyer and 
politician, made a complete new departure, 
declaring that henceforth “the rising gen- 
eration should be his clients.”’ 

The earlier progress of education in the 
southern states was, of course, largely con- 
ditioned by its ‘‘ peculiar institution.” The 
present public school system in the south, it 
is proper to remember, was adopted during 
the period of reconstruction, and by the aid 
of the colored vote. But for that vote it is 
certain that, at the time‘at least, if ever, no 
such universal system of popular education 
would have been adopted. Yet, says Dr. 
Dexter, considering that but thirty years 
have elapsed since its educational machin- 
ery was really started, magnificent progress 
has been made.

Founding the Kindergarten. 
Perhaps the most important move of the 
last quarter century in elementary education 
is that which has given us the kindergarten 
as apart of our public school system. The 
introduction of the kindergarten into the 


United States was due to the efforts of Mrs. 


Elizabeth Peabody of Boston, Mass., who 
in 1867 visited Germany for the purpose of 
studying the Froebelian methods, and re- 
turned the next year to devote her life to their 
introduction in this country. Within the next 
two years several private kindergartens were 
established in Boston, and in 1870 the first

AWNBROKERS never go into bank- 

ruptcy.

There are many comparatively poor pawn- 
prokers, but they invariably grow rich at 
pusiness or branch out into some more 

j line of enterprise. They never fall.

fe the first place he begins as a capitalist, 


since he cannot proceed at all without cash. 


He is in effect a true banker with the advan- 
tage of having his money active fn earning 
extraordinary interests; but with the relative 
disadvantage of having to carry his loans a 
whole year. The law prohibits him from sell- 
ing ed securities within a twelvemonth 
from the date of the loan, so that if he loan 
out $1,000 today he may not see that par- 
ticular sum of money for a whole year. 

The interest, however, begins to 
lateatarapidrate. Pawnbrokers have been 
known to collect at the rate of 10 per cent a 


. yonth for a year, but, as a rule, this is only 


on small loans, and therefore in totals nét so 
great as the lesser rates which they get for 
large loans. Thus a pawnbroker who loaned 
$10 on a silver watch that cost $20 and was, 
in his opinion, worth $15, would put the rate 
at $1 per month, and thus, in a year, if in- 
terest and principal were fully paid, would 
have doubled his money with 20 per cent per 
annum added without any risk whatever. 
Any business that would yield 120 per cent 
per year would be regarded as highly profita- 
Bie, Dut even the most astute pawnbroker 
cannot average any such earnings on his 


Money. The collateral banker,’”’ as many 


pawnbrokers call themselves, is obliged to 
make his system as flexible as any other busi- 


/ Bessman. Loans of $1,000 have been negoti- 


ated in Chicago pawnshops upon which the 
interest paid was as low as 2 per cent a month. 
Diamonds are, of course, the most favored 
éollateral with pawnbrokers. They will loan 
more in proportion to value and, sometimes, 
charge a less rate of interest on diamond 
loans than On other kinds of portable values. 
This is because the value of the gems does 
not fluctuate as,does that of other articles, 
such as watches, rings, brooches, or even 
other jewels. Diamonds are always “in 
style; they are proof against age, sun, and 
changing fashions, and the average pawn-

Stolen Property Only Riek. 
The only serious risk that a pawnbroker 
runs in business, outside of fires and bur- 
glars, is accepting stolen property as col- 
lateral. That is at all times a real and con- 
siderable hazard, and the collateral banker 
has no way to safeguard against it except 
to employ his natural and cultivated acumen 


and refuse any kind of loan to suspicious . 


persons. The-thief of portable val- 
uables never in person offers them as pledges, 
but if he wishes to get the cash on them 
d@legates a friend or confederate to do the 
business. Every pawnbroker is required to 
furnish thé police with a daily list of the 
transactions of the last twenty-four hours, 
and this list, containing numbers, descrip- 
tions, and valuations of pawned articles, is an 
almost unfailing tracer of property that has 
been stolen and) pawned. When identified all 
such pawns must be surrendered to the owner 
by the broker and he has no recourse against 
any one. 
The high class pawnbroker does not make 
a practice of questioning persons who offer 
htm: valuable pawns. He cannot afford to do 
so for fear of insulting or offending a desir- 
able customer. Furthermore, he is not so 
exposed to the wiles of the dishonest as is the 
small broker in the obscure streets of the 
tough districts, where the crook has less fear 


of being seen. The practiced thieves know 


quite well that the system of pawnshop re- 
porting to the police has facilitated the trac- 
ing and. detection of criminals and every year 


less and less stolen goods is offered .o the 


pawnshops. 


“ You may be sure of one thing,” sald a 


leading pawnbroker, “most of the stolen 


valuables which are never recovered go into 


the hands of goldsmiths, jewelers, and regu- 


lar dealers in cities other than the location 
of the robbery. The pawnbrokers do not get 


much stolen property because they cannot 
reset diamonds, transform gold and silver, 
and otherwise disguise the identity of the 


valuables as a goldsmith or manufacturer 


can. Of late years but few ‘fences’ have 
been found among the pawnshops of Chicago. 
And if you ask the police they will tell you 
that the pawnbrokers have helped them as 


much as any other influence in ferreting out 
burglaries and in restoring lost property.” 


Chief Sources of Profit. | 
The acquisition of the unredeemed pledges, 
the regular collection of interest, and the 


‘sale of new and second hand goods are not 


the only sources of the pawnbrokers’ profits. 
Many pawners continue to pay interest for 
months, even for nearly the full year, and at 
the last moment, unable to raise the princi- 
pal, let their pledges go by default and never 
come back to ask about their property. In 
such eases the pawnbroker not only regains 
nearly the whole amount of the principal, but 
comes at last into ownership of the collateral 
itself, and that, in most cases, is worth fully 
50 per cent more than the original amount 
loaned. 

In a business sense it would be unfair to 
expect the pawnbroker to sell his unre- 
deemed pawns at less than their worth. At 
any rate he may be depended upon-to not do 
so. For instance; suppose one buys a dia- 
mond in a State street store for $100 and 
takes it to pawn with a broker. The latter 
will figure that the diamond cost only $70, 
or 80 per cent less than the pawner paid for 


it. He will also, for himself, appraise the | 


worth of the stone regardless of what the 
wearer gave forit. He may lend two-thirds 
of the (to him) true value of the gem, but 
that is the Hmit. At the expiration of the 
year, when he is authorized to sell that 


pledge, he will, if he can, sell it for $80, $90, 


or even $100, and even at the top figure he 
will not have exceeded the price originally 
paid for the diamond. Thus, even if the bor- 
rower has paid some interest, even if a sum 
équal to the original loan has been recov- 


‘ered, if the pledge is finally abandoned, the 


broker may make 60, 80, or even 100 per cent 


-profit over and above the interest, if any, 


collected. 
The pawnbrokers do not often make such 
advantageous transactions, but they are not

It is the problem of the manufacturing age. 
It was suggested first in the conduc: of the 
Standard Oil company, when, unexpectedly 
to the first*refiners of petroleum on a large 
scale, the immense volume of the waste prod- 
uct made itself apparent and called for dimi- 
nution. The chemist was. consylted, and it 
was not long until, with the best disposition 
of these waste products, the Standard com- 
pany discovered that it might produce the 
refined oil and give it away with profit, so 
valuable had the by-products of petroleum 
become. 

Long ago it was discovered that the tailings 
of the gold mine equipment of the ’70s cauld 
be worked over with profit by the improved 
methods of the 90s. It came about with the 
age of electricity that, instead of searching 
for gold in copper bearing veins, the profit 
was greater to get out the copper and let the 
gcl@ take care of itself as a by-product. To- 
day the dust from the saw cutting through a 
cabinet wood is preserved and, under hy- 
draulic pressure, hecomes the elaborate 
“carving” that afterward adorns panel, or 
Grawer, or mirror frame. 


From Bankruptcy to Dividends. 

How to find a place and price for the wastes 
of a great plant in the manufacturing world 
may be the problem between dividends and 
bankruptcy. It is the tendency of the age 
to save in the small things, and the man who 
is not availing himself of the last crumbs of 
profit in his output in all probability is com- 
peting with a man or men who have solved 
the matter on the right side of the profit and 
loss account.

But it is in this country that the windmill 
is seen operating in its glory. As one wind- 
mill manufacturer said: ‘‘ America is the 
land of the windmill. Nowhere are so many 
mills to be seen, and nowhere is it seen used 
to advantage in so many ways. The windmill 
isssomething that the American farmer, 
never content with obsolete methods, want- 
ed, and he got it. Now he would not know 
what to do without it; it is an integral part 
of American agricultural life.” 

Perhaps there is no place where the wind- 
mill could be so ill dispensed with as.on the 
gteat cattle ranches of the southwest. Here 
it is depended upon absolutely to furnish 
water to the thousands of steers that run 
the nearly waterless ranges of the Texas 
panhandle. Near Channing, Tex., there fs 
one ranch which has 500 windmills, placed 
at intervals over its range. The pump of 
each mill is connected by pipes to a set of 


“water troughs set aroundit. The mill is kept 


going constantly, day after day, the year 


_round. The troughs are thus képt full of 


‘water andthe cattle are never forced to go 
long distances to drink. In this manner 
many ranges which hitherto have been a 
waste because of lack of water are made 
usable. 

Many of the smaller ranches in Texas have 
from 100 to 350 mills continually pumping 
water. The extensive introduction of the 
windmill in cattle raising has resulted in 
making the cowpuncher of today a mechanic 
as well as a cattleman. He is as much a 
pump rider as a range rider. On one side 
of his saddle he carries a big oil can, on the 
other a tool kit. His work is to ride from 
mill-to mill and see that all are in running 
order. 

The selling of windmills in this country 
gives employment toa large number of sales- 
men. The average cost of the farm windmill 
is $85. The agent does not have to make 
many sales in a month before his commis- 
sion amounts to a generous salary. Thé 
county fair’ is a,boon to this agent. Here 
he finds the farmers of the whole county 
gathered together. The windmill exhibit is 
an important part to the implement depart- 
ment at all fairs. The agent builds a com- 
plete tower and mill, puts in a pump, and the 
wind furnishes a iitustration of a 
mill in operation.

Nearly all of the greases 
are shipped abroad, where they are made 
into glycerin, red oil, lard dil, and the inferior 
soap making grades. The dried residue is 
sifted through screens, where the bone, glass, 
iron, and tin and like matter are collected, 
leaving only the fertilizer filler. This when it 
is cooled is bagged for shipment to the impov- 
erished cotton lands. Only the water from 
which the grease is skimmed is left, and 
when this has been evaporated to the con- 
sistency of sirup it may be mixed with the 
fertilizer matter to advantage. 

| 
Perfumes from Refuse. 

Some of the high priced perfumes upon the 
markets no doubt are made from the oils and 
ethers extracted from flowers, but many 
others of cheaper grade are produced from 
other and even ill smelling substances. Fusel 
oll is one of the- disagreeable and poisonous 
by-products of alcohol distillation, yet it 
enters in many of these perfume oils. Oil 
of pineapple is made frem the action of putrid 
cheese on sugar. One of the most popular 
of perfumes comes from the drainings of 
cowhouses, or at an even lesscost from gas- 
house tar. Out of this tar, too, comes the 
ott of bitter almonds, so much used in the 
scenting of soaps. 

In the iron and steel industry, nothing has 
been so troublesome to dispose of as the mil- 
lions of tons of slag that collect from the 
blast furnaces. But from paving blocks to 
tricks for buildings, and, finally, to a cement 
admixture, and then to limited uses as fer- 
tilizer, the slag piles of the blast furnaces

- have come to have a value. 


Germany has gone further with the wastes 
of the furnaces and has evolved a process by 
which the gases from the blast furnaces may 


be collected and made to do service in running. 


gas engines. In the production of a ton of 
pig iron a profit of $1.25 for this gas has been 
shown, meaning for the German iron industry 
ah annual saving of $10,000,000 a year.

Wood from Sawdust. 

From the sawdust of the mills in general 
an artificial wood has been made through 
u combination of heat and hydraulic pressure 
which is promising for the era of artificial 
woods. It is harder, devoid of grain, sus- 
ceptible to a high polish, and in many ways 
approaching the qualities of ebony and ma- 
hogany. 

From the sawdust and mill scraps of birch 
wood more than 80 per cent of the weight 
of the wood used has been obtained in sugar. 
Two hundred and twenty pounds of the 
wood have yielded as high as eight quarts of 
alcohol. Pine and fir sawdust are proved 
more valuable than the other for alcohol, 
both as producing a greater quantity anda 
purer quality. Sawdust also enters largely 
into the making of clay and pottery products 
in the United States. 

Paper from the waste woods and waste 
products of wood leads all else in value from 
lumber residue. Once only the white woods 
‘were regarded as of value for white paper, 
but with the bleaching processes of the pres- 
ent there is no limitation of color. Trees of 
the pine family, however, work up more 


easily and economically. From these waste + 


papers in turn paper box material is made 
and chemical elements resulting from the 
making of paper from wood are turned to 
various accounts. 3 

The products of the Chicago slaughter 
houses have been referred to more than al- 
most any other of the gigantic waste ma- 
terials of the country. Simply a listing of the 
by-products of the Chicago stockyards is 


suggestive enough of the value of the por-. 


tions of the animals that once went into 
offal, “These by-products are gelatine, glues, 
hair for plaster, curled hair for upholstery, 
bristles, blood, neat’s foot oil, bones, horns, 
hoofs,. soap stock, brewer’s Isinglass, albu- 
men, hides, skins, wool, sausage casings, 
fertilizers, and the glands and membranes 
of animals from which are taken pepsin, 
thymus, throids, and pancreatin. 
* 
Potash from Wool. 
One of the interesting sources of valuable 
-by-products is the wool of commerce as 
taken from the sheep’s back. In pasturing 


close to the ground the sheep absorbs Into 


his system a considerable amount of potash 
from the soil. This element is excreted with 
other matter through the skin and attaches 
to the wool. In some varieties of sheep these 
excretions, together with the dirt which ad- 
here, may constitute two-thirds of the weight 
of the wool itself. Evén now much of this 
*‘suint ”’ goes to waste In the wash waters, 
but In many centers of wool industry the 
potash and potash salts are recovered with 
profit, together with the wool grease and 
resultant acids. In France 2,200 pounds of 
raw wool may yield “* yolk " products valued 
at $1.25 and yet costing less than 60 cents fo 

the processes of extraction. 

. In the United States five products of wool 
fat have been differentiated and adapted to 
specific purposes at a profit. One of these 
products is especially penetrating and soft- 
ening and is used in ointments and toilet 
compounds; another is a leather and belting 
another, freed of resinous sub- 


stances, becomes a lubricant; and another 
may lubricate other animal fibers fo advan- 
tage in their working up. It has been estimat- 
ed that $8,000,000 worth of wool grease and 
potash runs down streams in the United 
States every year. Not only this, but it has 
been called to mind that if this suint were 
saved its by-product uses would incréase, 
and instead of its being a loss it might rep- 
resent a profit of $15,000,000 annually. 


Make Use of Cotton Seed. 

_ Some one, writing of the cotton industry in 
the United States, has said of cotton seed 
that it “ was a garbage in 1860, a cattle food 
in 1880, a table food and many things else 
in 1890,” while it may be added for the pres- 
ent year that the value of the seed of the 
cotton plant is 21 per cent of the value of all 
the cotton fiber. The prime product of the 
seed is the oil, yet in the oil cake is to be 
found one of the most nearly perfect cattle 
foods. From the oil averaging 275 pounds to 
the ton of seed, “ pure olive oil” is made 
in vast quantities, lard has a vegetable adul- 
terant In it, salad dressings have it for a 
basis, soaps are made from the poorer grades 
of the oil; and in many respects the present 
methods of treating the waste’seed product 
are more interesting and changeable than are 
the methods of manufacturing the fiber itsélf. 

From leathers in manufactures little is al- 
lowed to go to waste in any way. Leather 
board is made from scraps. The more solid 
scraps are converted into heels for shoes. 
After scraps have been ground to a pulp they 
may be converted into ‘‘ shoddy leather,” 
which is much used for the inner soles of 
boots and shoes. When such scraps are 
usable for no other purpose they go into 


the manufacture of glue. : 


Coal tar from the gashouse has given to 
the world not only some ot the most exquisite 
of mineral dyes but the pharmacopeia has 
been enriched by the medicinal properties 
of this tar, which once was a problem as to 
its disposition. Ammonia is a product of the 
bituminous coal fields and-of gas, and while. 
its use has developed enormously in recent 
years, the substitution of electricity for light- 
ing has displaced gas until a shortage of the 
ammonia product is likely. I[n the gas proc- 
esses coke, too, is one of the valuable by- 


products. 


Corn Products Utilized. 
Almost five-sixths of the starch manufac- 


tured in the United States is made from corn, 
the daily maximum consumption being 180,- 


000 bushels, yielding 2,500,000 pounds of 
starch and 4,000,000 pounds of glucose. From 
the- kernel of the corn come the starch, 
germ, gluten, and bran, of which the three 
last are by-products, from which come corn 
oil and oll cake as chief values. From the 
stalk of the corn plant comes the cellulose, 
so valuable as a protection to vessels below 
the water line. 

These are some of the contributions of by- 
products to the wealth and the mechanical 
necessities of the world. With the growth of 
new industries and new methods of manufac- 
ture the by-product will need to be considered 
and evolved. It promises to be in all time 
one of the chief considerations of the manu- 


facturer, 


Cost of Armor Plate May 


HE steel world at present is greatly in- 

terested over the sensational revela- 

tion recently made that two young 

men, chemists, George A. Chase and 

L. H. Gantt of Philadelphia, the for- 

mer of high social standing, the latter a 

member of the humbler class of life, have 

discovered a new process for the making of 

steel, which will surely revolutionize its 

manufacture in this country and Europe, as 

the cost of production will be less than one- 

half of what it is at present, while the metal 
cast will be both hard and tenacious. 

It is probable that the Krupp monopoly in 


‘the manufacture of armor:plate for war- 


ships soon will be broken, in which event the 
German government will save in the neigh- 


Dborhood of $1,900,000 in work now in sight. 


The Midvale Steel company, which is under 
contract to furnish 6,500 tons of armor plate 
for battleships and is building a special plant 
for the purpose, it is generally understood, 
will employ this new secret process in its 
manufacture. The company is a new com- 
petitor for armor plate, and recently was 
awarded the contracts it now is preparing 
to fill. It is believed that the Midvale com- 
pany would not have bid on these contracts 
or been able to fill them at a profit if it had 
not been for the discovery of the new and 
much cheaper process of armor plate manu- 
facture. 
Reduces Cost Five-Sixths. 

It is asgerted that under the new method 
armor plate can be made at a profit at $100a 
ton, while under contracts now in force the 
plates cost the government nearly six times 
that amount. If the Midvale people are -n 
possession of this new patented secret .or 
the manufacture of steel there is nothing to 
prevent them from making all the armor 
plate of that kind their plant can turn out. 

Chase and Gantt have until recently Been 
in the employ of the Midvale Steel company, 
and for ten years and more have been work- 
ing on the problem; but, strange to say, each 
worked in secret, neither knowing the other 


Reduce Train Crews. Few People Know Howto 
Select Good Furniture. 


By Myron Willis. 


VERY household in Chicago has its 
furniture—and knows nothing about 
it. But then there are a good many 
furniture experts who cannot tell you 
all about a piece of furniture, even 

after a careful examination, Indeed, there 
are things about furniture which the furniture 
makers themselves do not pretend to under- 
stand. 
“How can a person tell good furniture?” 
repeated William Thompson, one of the ex- 
pert furniture salesmen in Chicago. “ There 
isn’t a man in the city who could tell you how 
to doit. There are people who can tell good 
furniture, just as there were people who could 
look at a bicycle and choose a good ane,’even 
if it was cheap. But for the most part the 
way to buy good furniture is to buy it under 
guarantee from a responsible house.” : 
But the house which guarantees nor the 
workmen who make the piece of furniture 
that is guaranteed, can tell why it is that one 
chair out of a set of six, made in the same 
routine, under the same conditions as far as 
human ingenuity can prompt, checks and 
cracks its finished coat while the others do 
not. 
Temperature Has Little Effect. 
In one night a piece of parlor furniture out 
of a suit of half a dozen pieces may be 


checked and cracked in this way, when it wag | 


perfect the day before, and it may be the 
only piece in the whole set that ever does 
so. Why, nebody knows. Ordinariiy it can- 
not be charged to change in temperatures. 
if there is one thing that furniture must be 


_ built to withstand it is this possible range of 


the thermometer, summer and winter. 
Ordinarily in the factory in winter the tem- 
perature is high—often nearer 80 than 70 
degrees. But when the finished piece is ready 
for shipment the temperature of the car on 
the siding is 10 degrees below zero. At its 
destination the piece may be removed to an 
out of doors cold below zero and be unpacked 
in a salesroom where the temperature is 75 
again. If it is sold immediately, it goes into 
the cold for a four or five or ten mile de- 
livery haul, finally to land perhaps in a flat 
heated by dry steam radiators to a temper- 
ature of 80 degrees. 
_ And nothing known to the furniture maker, 


outside of a fire, is as hard on furniture as the 


excessive heat in a steam heated house or 
flat. 
How Materials Rank. . 
There is: furniture at all prices and ordi- 
narily one gets the kind he pays for. If 


the maker desires to cheat, however, he has 


some opportunities in almost every process 
ef manufacture. Mahogany ranks at the 
top of modern furniture woods, yet red birch, 
which is at least fourth in the list, may be 
treated to resemble mahogany until the eye 
of the layman ts deceived for Keeps. ; 

_ Few people interested in furnitufte appre- 
ciate how much its beauty of surface and 
grain depend upon stain and fillers: Most 
people think of mahogany as a deep, rich 
red, whereas this is all due to the artificial 
stains used in its treatment. It might as 
well be a dark brown oralight yellow. Only 
Circassian walnut is valued higher in the 
furniture factory than is mahogany. 

Bird’s eye maple is next In value to mahog- 
any and it is one of the hardest of all woods 
to work. Its eccentricities of grain are its 
chief beauties, just as they are its chief 
menaces, both in the working up and in the 
lasting qualities of the pieces it is made inte, 
These differences in grain make differences 
in the density of a piece of wood, and as the 
bird’s eye maple must be worked as a veneer 
its disposition to crack and check and split 
makes it a costly cabinet wood. 

Oak is chiefly valuable for its wide possi- 
bilities in shade and color. For furniture 
making only the white oak is used, though 
for floor purposes nowadays the red oak is 
serviceable and much used. There are at 
least five shades into which oak furniture 
is now made to popular taste. They are the 
weathered, fumed, Antwerp, English, and 
golden oaks, the antique oak having gone 
out of fashion. The weathered oak is al- 


most a dirt black, with a dull wax finish. 


The fumed oak is one of the newest of fash- 
ions and its shade of rich brown is brought 
out by placing the lumber in a retort with 


ammonia gas until the gas has decomposed.

Lumber Seasoned for Two Years. 

This furniture lumber ts subjected to the 
weather beyond the ideas of the furniture 
buyer in the retail store. For two full years 
after cutting it Mes out in the weather in 
just such piles as one sees the lumber in the 
ordinary lumber yard. It takes the cold and 
heat and wet and dry until there is no fur- 
ther needed action on the part of the ele- 


ments. 


From the pile in the yard the lumber is 
taken to the dry kiln, perhaps a carload at a 
time, going in at one end of the kiln and 
withdrawn from the other end as needed. 
Its time in the kiln is from six to eight weeks, 
and when it has come through the process 
it is dry enough for all purposes of the cabi- 
netmaker. 

The machines in the millrooms do most of 
the work upon ordinary furniture. These 
machines are man directed, yet moving with 
more than a man’s certainty of touch and 
skill. In this class of furniture the larger

Aims at Uniform Armors. 

Gantt dreamed of a steel that burglars could 
not drill, while Chase, a clever chemist, 
thought only of unpierceable armor plate 
Curiously enough neither thought of the 
other’s use of steel. Chase was a graduate 
of the University of Pennsylvania in the 
class of '85, being next to the youngest mem- 
ber. For years he studied and dreamed over 
an armor plate that would displace that now 
in use, for after all is said, the present 
method of making armor plate is expensive 
and uncertain, producing no especially uni- 
form results. 

The problem was intrinsically a simple one. 
It was the object of the steelmaker to make 
a steel that was hard enough to repel the shot 
of the enemy, yet soft enough to be tenacious, 
so as not to split orcrack. The armor maker 
tried to make a plate that possessed two 
different and opposing qualities, hardness 
and tenacity. This is done at the Carnegie 
and Bethlehem plants by casting the steel 
and then treating it subsequently go that by 
rolling or blowpipe the outer surface is 
hardened, while the innerremainssoft. This 


method is expensive and uncertain, and the — 


price demanded, $600 a ton, Is not excessive, 
considering the time and labor involved.

Ideas Startle Patent Office. 

Knowing these facts, Chase endeavored 
to cast steel that would be hard on one side 
and soft on the other. It seemed lke an 
utter imposetbility, but he kept at it for 
years until finally he developed his method 
and applied to Washington fora patent. His 
ideas were so revolutionary and so far from 
the conceptions of the men in authority that 
his application was refused, and he was 
obliged to go to Washington and teach the 
‘men there exactly what he was able to do.

Rubbed Finish Costly. 

In the finer grades of furniture, the work 
of the cabinetmaker leads in cost, that of 
any other person putting his-skill upon the 
piece. In the term cabinet work is included 
whatever of hand carving there may be.on 
the furniture. After the cabinet work comes 
the cost of finishing the wood and of all the 
processes of finishing none compares in time 
and cost with the rubbed finish which nowis 
so popular. 

This rubbed finish is the perfection of the 
polisher’s arts. It begins when the cabinet- 
maker is done with the piece and it may not 
be done for eight or ten weeks or even more, 
The filler is first rubbed into the pores of the 
wood and almost as quickly rubbed off again, 
leaving the smooth surface of the wood to 
dry. After this the wood is stained and when 
it is Gry two coats of shellac are given it, 
each coat being rubbed down with pumic¢ 
stone and water. A coat of varnish is put on 
the shellac and when dry also is rubbed down 
with pumice stone and water, while the last 
coat of varnish is rubbed to its final smooth- 
ness with rotten stone and oll. 

A good deal has been written of the costli- 
ness of certain varnishes. The chief quali- 
fication of varnish is its age and few furniture 
factories pay more than $4 to $5 a gallon for 
the elastic varnish needed in cabinet work of, 
the kind. 

In much of the furnituré work the uphol- 
sterer figures largely. In such pieces as are 
upholstered, his material and his skill con- 
stitute three-fourths of the cost of the piece, 
provided it is not carved. It is in this uphol- 
stery work, too, that many of the finest points 


of -furniture making may be observed or ~ 
ignored.

No Economy in Veneering. 

In the working of woods for furniture the 
public has a mistaken idea of the relation of 
solid and veneered woods. Ordinarily it is 
considered that a solid piece of furniture 
must have cost more than the veneered piece... 
This is not true. There is no economy what- 
ever in the veneering of woods, The object 
of the process is to get the finest effect of 
the grain of the wood and to do so it must 
be cut for veneering. : 

‘In a table top, for instahce, the venéer not 
only is* more costly thai fs ‘any wood 
of the kind, but {t is immieastirably stroiger 
and more durable. For a good table of ve-" 
neered oak or mahogary ‘the base is a birch 
board, to‘which on euch side are glued stfips © 
of basswood laid crosswise of the birch grain.” 
Ortop and bottom of these veheers are glued 
strips of canvas or linen, and to the textiles” 
are glued the final veneers under heavy pres- 
sure and great heat.

Under average conditions the vendered’ 
furniture will stand as much heat and as” 
much water as will the solid woods.

Planned by Draftsman. 

A visit to a plano factory will corroborate 
the words of the manufacturer. A story ofa 
volume might be written entitled “‘ The Story 
of a Piano.’”’ Following an instrument from 
the time when the first scale drawing is done 
until it goes into the shipping box an instru- 
ment glittering in varnish and polish reveals 
much of interest to the layman. That it 
takes a draftsman to start a pianoon its way 


will- be news to many persons. The drafts- 


man is the prime instigator in the work, how- 
ever. He makes the scale drawing from 
which the patterns for the plate and sound- 
ing boards are cast, which are the first 
processes in the making of a piano. 

Pianos are in reality made in two parts, the 
“works” and the case. When a factory 


gets orders to make up a number of instru- 


ments one set of men begine to busy itself 
putting together the strings, keys, and other 
things that go to make up theaction. Inthe 
meanwhile the case department of the works 
is making the cases that will hold the finished 
action. Few manufacturers of today actu- 
ally manufacture more than the cases. The 
rest of the instrument is bought in parts and 
only assembled and made a whole at the 
piano factory. So there are string factories, 
key factories; sound board factories, etc. 


* 
Men and Materials Imported. 

Many of the parts are imported from Eu- 
rope, Germany, the home of the piano in- 
dustry, furnishing many of them as well as 
the men who do the finer phases of the work. 
Musically inclined must be the entire race 
of Germans, even to the factory operatives, 
for by far the greater part of the skilled piano 
makers are Germans. Many of them have 
been brought here on large salariés to help 
fill the inadequate supply of good piano build- 
ers in this country.. Whether this is because 
music is so widely popular in the Vaterland 
is a mystery.

A piano begins its course of construction 
flat on its back, where it lays until the strings 
are put on. The work of stringing is one of 
the finer parts of the work. The man who 
places the strings in works by the piece. He 
makes up to $40 per week. His job is to 
fasten the strings to the pins and drive the 
pins into the plate. He has 250.of them laid 
out before him when he starts on a new piano, 
and he must work slowly and carefully. After 
he is through with his work the sounding 
board and plate is fitted on to the wooden 
back and the whole placed erect. 

The piano looks now like nothing so much 
as aharp, The next process is the fitting of 
the playing parts, the keys and keyboard. 
The piano is built entirely before ft is in- 
closed in the case, and a sight of it stand- 
ing with its vitals exposed brings with it a 
suggestion of a skeleton. Then the case is 
put on and the instrument instantly as- 
sumes @ proper appearance. 


_ Comprises Mass of Details. 


The last processes in the story are the most 
particular. The action finisher takes tne 
piano from the caseman. He goes over the 
action, testing every part completely, To 
illustrate the many infinitely small items to 
his work it is only necessary to Instance the 
finishing of the string ham To make 
the wood of the hammers of the desired 
hardness and density it is necessary to first 
loosen the wood with a fine needle. The wood 
is picked and torn on the surface .with Mis 
needle until the hammer is roughed All over. 


_ After this, this man’s’ work is tested by the 


action regulator, who inspects it all, much 
as a watchmaker might inspect the works 
of a watch, 

There are two more of these processes. 
The string regulator and tester come next. 
They go over the strings carefully and turn 

them over to the tuners. A piano is tuned 
at least five times before it is allowed to 
leave the factory. Bach of these tunings is 
in the hand of a different man. This is near 
the last. The piano is given five or six coats 
of varnish, and after a month from the time 

‘when the scale drawing was made, is all 
ready for storing or immediate delivery.

He has been subjected to the most rigid of 
scientific tests, and has been vouched for by German sctemw 
tists of ponderous dignity and reputation, who make it im- 
possible that «any hoax is being sprung upon the public, for 
their names are signed to the vouchers. And it is equally 
impossible that the remarkable equine is “ giving a ‘horse 
laugh ” in face of such credentials as have made him tampoe 
the world over. 

Among Hans’ credentials are those of Prof. Moebius, di- 
rector of the Zodlogical Museum of Berlin and one of the 
fcremost authorities in this fleld of investigation.

Proves Horses Susceptible of Education, 


Herr von Osten did not choose Hans out of a large number 
of horses as a particularly promising pupil and an especially 
intelligent horse. It is his opinion that, remarkable as Hane 
is, his attainments are not beyond the powers of any horse, 
provided he ‘be given the proper training. In connection 
with this declaration it is interesting to recall that some of 
the men who have examined Hans—Prof. Moebius, Dr. Neck, 
director of the Berlin Zodlogical gardens, and Dr. Schillings, 
the eminent traveler and explorer of Africa—have repeatedly 
in published articles given it as their idea that the horse was 
susceptible of rational education. 

As to what is to become of Hans is a question. Recently 
a committee consisting of three military officers, two di- 
rectors of the zoo, a brain specialist, and two circus directors 
made further investigations concerning his powers, and one 
of the circus directers, the well known Herr Busch, said the 
results brought about were far beyond the expectations of 
the most ambitious circus trainers. ‘‘Hans is unique, im- 
mense, and worth millions,” 

“What are your plans?”’ was asked Herr von Osten. 

“TI cannot say,” he replied. “Iam not yet satisfied ane 
wish the government to take ,action and appoint its own 
commission to examine Hans. “I am convinced their report 
would be in my favor, and then I shall face the world with 
my horse. I have more than forty offers to exhibit him a 
London, Vienna, New York, St. Petersburg, and St. Louis. 
well as from the big variety theaters of Germany. A guar- 
antee of $4,000 a month for six months for three consecutive 
years is the biggest offer I have received yet. But I am not 
anxious about the money, only =e people should believe in 
Hans.

_ “These are them,”’ says the Colorado man, his enthusiasm

+ These eight girls own—at least, nearly own—and run this 
ranch all alone.” 

And this is why Colorado has increased its self-estimation. 

The eight girls are all sisters, and their name is Vidal. ‘Their 
ages range from 15 to 25. 

They came into sole and undivided possession of the big 
ranch at the death of their father, three years ago. Vidal 
pére was a pioneer among the ranchers of the Gunnison val- 
ley. He acquired the ranch by homestead and purchase, but 
When he died he left his affairs in bad shape and his land 
heavily mortgaged. The girls were left orphans at his death, 
their mother having died some time before. Confronted with 
the problem of saving the old home frowm the grasp of the 
man who held the mortgage, their sorrow of bereavement 
Was greatly added to. 


| 
Undertake to Raise Mortgage. 
But they were made of the stuff that Colorado is justified 
in being proud to have in some of its fair citizens. The ranch 


was there, the stock was on the range to be taken care of, 
the hay crop must be gotten in, the baling must be done. 
They were unable to hire the help to have it done. So they 
turned in, all eight of them, and did it themselves. They 
were scattered far when this resolve was made. Four of 
them were in Denver, one was visiting in Kansas, the three 
others were at school in Gunnison. But they all came back 
to the old ranch at the call of the oldest sister and went to 
work. 

Being all born and bred on a ranch, they knew fully what 
ranch work meant. They knew it was no place for dainty 
skirts, low slippers, or long sleeved dresses, There is one 
article of apparel that is nighly essential to the ranch work- 
er’s intelligent prosecution of his duties. It is a divided 
garment, so it occurred that a tailor in Gunnison suddenly 
was in receipt of an order for eight pairs of overalls to be 
delivered at the Vidal ranch. This was three years ago. 
Since that time, each working day in the busy season on the 
ranch, the eight girls have sallied forth from the ranch house 
arrayed in the attire that conventionality has emphatically 
prescribed as being man’s exclusive property. For three 
years they have run the ranch entirely without assistance. 
They have punched cattle, broken bronchos, cut, stacked, 
and baled hay, and done all the work that is incident to a 
ranch such as theirs. ' 


Another Year Will Lift Debt. 


So well have they pfospered and so fortunate have they 
been with their crops that the mortgage on the ranch is now 
nearly cleared, and another year, if the alfalfa grows long 
and strong and the herd gets fat, will see the debt, which 
the plucky young girls took it upon themselves to pay, en- 
tirely settled. To this end, the girls are bending all their 
efforts. In the winter, when there is little work to be done 
on the ranch, Tillie, Josie, Pearl, and Sophia find employment 
in Denver, returning to the work of the ranch in the spring 
as soon as the occasion demands. Their savings from their 
earnings all go into the common fund of the family to help 


raise the mortgage. 


With the attention which the girls’ pluck and endeavor 


has attracted have come many whisperings of romances | 


concerning the pretty girls in the ranch on Ohio creek. It 
is rumored that Dollie, the oldest one, and manager of the 


ranch, was engaged to be married at the time of her father’s

“The ranch must 
be cleared of the mortgage before any of us marries,’’ was 
the resolve of the girls, and Dollie broke off her engagement.

More than One Interrupted Romance. 

The eligible young men of Gunnison valley heard this 
edict with sorrow.
